School Committee 


Present Incumbents All Have Opponents—Alderman Farrell 
Is a Candidate in Ward Three 


At the city election on next Tues¬ 
day. Dec. 11, there will be contests 
for three of the seven places on the 
School Committee. The three-year 
terms of George H. Female!, Jr., of 
Ward 3, and Kirtley F. Mather of 
Ward 6 expire. Roth are candidates 
for reelection. Mrs. Margaret H. 
Woods of Ward 5, now serving as a 
member from that Ward, is also a 
candidate for election. Mrs. Woods 
was elected on June 16 by a joint 
convention of the School Committee 
and Board of Aldermen to fill for the 
balance of this year the vacancy 
caused by the resignation of Mrs. Kate 
C. Cornell. 

George H. Fernald. Jr., was born 
in Worcester. 52 years ago. He grad¬ 
uated from Worcester Academy, from 
Harvard College in 1903 and from 
the Harvard Law School in 1905. He 
is head of the legal department of 
the Boston & Albany Railroad. He has 
been a resident of West Newton for 
about 20 years. Mr. Fernald is mar¬ 
ried and has six children. He resides 
at 61 Winthrop st. He is serving his 
third year as a member of the School 
Committee. Opposing Mr. Fernald is 
Bernard D. Farrell. Jr., of 3 Cherry 
place. West Newton. Mr. Farrell was 
born in West Newton. 34 years ago. 
He is a graduate of Boston College 
High School and Boston College in 
1922. He has been engaged in the sale 
of petroleum products. He is Presi¬ 
dent of the Boston College Club of 
New’ton. He has been Ward Alderman 
from Ward 3 for the past three years. 

Mrs. Margaret H. Woods of 141 Mof¬ 
fat rd.. Waban, was born in Boston. 
38 years ago. and came to Newton 
with her parents when 8 months of 
age, residing in Newton Centre. She 
is a graduate of Newton High School 
and attended Smith College with the 
Class of 1918. Mrs. Woods is the 
wife of Edward H. Woods and the 
mother of two children. She was the 
choice of Waban residents and the 
Aldermen of Ward 5 to succeed Mrs. 
Cornell on the School Committee.

Newton Families Made Happy In Extensive Report Will Rec- 
On Thanksgiving ommend This Route 


All of Newton joined in making 
Thanksgiving of 1934 a happy one for 
many families through co-operation 
with the Newton Welfare Bureau. 

Tho impulse of giving some small 
bit of thankfulness was more appre¬ 
ciated and needed this year than ever. 
People who saw no chance of doing 
what they had done for their children 
in the past were made happy; others 
were given staples which lasted far 
beyond the one day. 

Monday, tho Boy Scouts assembled 
the boxes (contributed by tho First 
National Stores) to carry the food¬ 
stuffs. Early Tuesday. Mr. Archie Os¬ 
good of the Garden City Laundry 
again this year sent six of his trucks 
to the store, lent by the Newton 
Flower Shop, ready to collect the food 
contributed by different groups and 
organizations. All day the trucks 
brought in the foodstuffs; the drivers 
enthusiastic over their contribution of 
time and interest; and all day vol¬ 
unteers packed boxes with vegetables, 
canned goods, fruits, etc., for fami¬ 
lies. 

Again on Wednesday, the men and 
their trucks delivered the boxes 
through the entire city. Schools — 
public and private, churches, Boy and 
Girl Scouts, and individuals packed 
baskets and complete dinners adding 
personal and individual touches. One 
12 year old boy planned a dinner for 
a family with money he had saved 
through the year. 

Two hundred and sixty-one families 
were given Thanksgiving cheer; 95 of 
these entirely planned for by indi¬ 
viduals and organizations. The Fan¬ 
ned Fruit Exchange contributed 10 
baskets which were packed with fruit, 
jellies, and other delicacies for eld¬ 
erly people. 

The Newton Welfare Bureau is to¬ 
day still receiving appreciative let¬ 
ters from parents, expressing their 
thanks and feeling that through the 
community interest and Thanksgiv¬ 
ing cheer they were given courage to 
battle further through difficulties and 
hardships. One mother, recently hav¬ 
ing come to the end of her resources, 
said that this year through the in¬ 
terest shown in her at Thanksgiving 
the true meaning of Thanksgiving was 
brought to her as never before. An¬ 
other who, on Wednesday told a 
worker at the Bureau that with things 
looking so black and hopeless holidays 
meant nothing more to her family, 
wrote on Fridaj th /Uthe well planned 
dinner, the thoughtfulness put into the 
basket gave the family a new spur 
and appreciation which they had not 
dreamed possible. 

Community spirit at the Holiday 
Season is needed. »The simple 
thought, small giving of each individ¬ 
ual in Newton spreads far when or¬ 
ganized with others, and brings cheer 
in a much broader way than one ima¬ 
gines. It brings through the Newton 
Welfare Bureau that individual touch 
which is so needed in a time of wide¬ 
spread suffering. 


Discuss Townsend 
Plan at Highlands 

The Townsend Plan as a means of 
replacing the present state of un¬ 
certainty in affairs with one of peace 
and prosperity for young and old will 
he fully explained by Dr. Samuel M. 
Dick, economic advisor for the Plan 
at a meeting in the Methodist Church 
at Newton Highlands on Saturday eve¬ 
ning, December 8, at eight o’clock. 
The meeting has been arranged by a 
group of locul persons interested. 


At (lie public hearing at f’ity Hall 
on December 17 before the Board of 
Aldermen on the matter of the route 
for the extension of the Hammond 
Pond parkway, th<- Newton Centre Im¬ 
provement Association will recommend 
that Hobart road be used Instead of 
the route via Chesley road and Wil¬ 
low street. The Improvement Asso¬ 
ciation contends that Hobart road 
will be the most direct, the least ex¬ 
pensive and the most practical. That 
this route will keep pleasure traffic 
away from Newton Centre square and 
the business district, where traffic al¬ 
ready is congested and parking at a 
premium. The report states that the 
Willow street route would be much 
more expensive, would increase traf¬ 
fic .difficulties, would be injurious rath¬ 
er than helpful to Newton Centre mer¬ 
chants and business men, with the ex¬ 
ception of the gasoline station on Wil¬ 
low street, and that additional leg¬ 
islation would have to be obtained to 
authorize such a route, inasmuch as 
it would not he an extension of the 
parkway, but a diversion. There is 
about $145,000 available for the ex¬ 
tension of the parkway. This is the 
balance remaining from the amount 
appropriated a few years ago by the 
Legislature for the construction 
that section of the parkway between 
Newton st., Brookline and Beacon st.. 
Newton Centre, where the parkway 
now ends. 

The Improvement Association sug¬ 
gests that should the Hobart road 
route be selected, the parkway may- 
later be extended to follow along Wav- 
erley avenue to Newton. A detailed 
account of the Improvement Associa¬ 
tion’s report will be published in next 
week’s GRAPHIC.

Many Candidates For 

Aldermen At Election 

On Next Tuesday 

Thirty-Three Aspirants Making Race for Sixteen Positions 
On Board—Some Contests Will Be Close 


Voters of Newton will have more 
andidates for Aldermen to ballot for 
at the election of Dec. 11th than prob¬ 
ably at any election since this city 
was started in 1873. Sixteen mem¬ 
bers of the Board must be elected; 
two more than in any ordinary year 
because of unexpired terms to be filled 
in Wards 1 and 7. In Ward 1. Aider- 
man Howlett died early this year and 
Alderman Mansfield was elected by 
the Board to fill his term for the bal¬ 
ance of the year. As Mr. Howlett 
was elected for a two-year term, the 
voters must choose someone to fill this 
office for the second year. Mr. Mans¬ 
field is not a candidate. His record 
as an Alderman is unusual. He was 
elected in 1929 to serve in the 1930- 
1931 Boards. He resigned on Aug¬ 
ust 20, 1930. because he was to move 
to Melrose. His resignation was ac¬ 
cepted on September 22, 1930. He 
again became a resident of Ward 1 
in March 1933 and on April 16, 1934. 
was elected by the Board of Aldermen 
to fill the vacancy. In Ward 7, 
Joseph J. Murray, who was elected 
last year as Alderman-at-Large for a 
two-year term, resigned a few months 
ago before he was appointed Water 
Commissioner. The Board selected 
George E. Rawson of Marlboro st. to 
fill the vacancy and he is assured of 
reelection for the one-year balance of 
the term as no one is opposing him. 
Ward 6 is the only Ward where there 
are no contests. Henderson Inches of 
Middlesex rd.. Chestnut Hill, is unop¬ 
posed for Alderman-at-Large to suc¬ 
ceed Ronald Cordingley of Chestnut 
Hill. Paul M. Goddard of 20 Trow¬ 
bridge st.. Newton Centre, who was 
elected last year as Ward Alderman, 
is a candidate for reelection and has 
no opponent. 

There are ten candidates running for 
the three Aldermanic offices to be 
filled in Ward 1. Aldermen-at-Large 
Thomas M. Gallagher, who has served 
10 years, and Ward Alderman William 
A. Sproat. who has served three years, 
are not candidates. For Gallagher’s 
place there are three candidates— 
John E. Barwise of 457 Washington 
st.. Newton; John W. Blakeney. Jr., of 
5 Washburn st.. Nonantum. and Wal¬ 
do S. Weldon of 201 California st.. 
Nonantum. 

John E. Barwise was born in Paw¬ 
tucket. R. 1. 42 years ago. and has 
been a resident of Newton for 21 
years. He has been in the employ of 
the New England Telephone Company 
for 25 years and is acting chief re¬ 
pairman at the Newton South Ex¬ 
change. He is a graduate of Malden 
High School and attended Franklin 
Union He is married and lives at 
457 Washington st. 

John W. Blakeney of 5 Washburn 
st was born in Watertown. 3S years 
ago. but has lived in Newton since an 
infant. He has resided in Ward 1 for 
35 veurs. graduated from Newton High 
School, studied at Boston University 
and is a graduate of Boston University 
Law School. He is a lawyer by profes¬ 


sion. Is married and has four children. 
He served in France during the war 
with the heavy artillery of the First 
Army Corps. He is a member of the 
American Legion. V. F. W.. and of the 
troops committee of the Nonantum 
Boy Scouts. He ran for Alderman on 
two previous occasions. 

Waldo S. Weldon of 201 California 
st., Nonantum, was born in Newton. 
34 years ago. and has always resided 
in Ward 1. He attended Newton High 
school, graduated from Sheldon Busi¬ 
ness School in Boston and conducts a 
milk business at Nonantum. He is 
married and has two children. 

The two candidates to fill the unex- 
pired term of Alderman-at-Large from 
Ward 1. caused by the death of Alder¬ 
man Howlett early this year, are 
Major Frank T. McCabe of 3 Lewis 
st., Newton, and Richard H. Lee of 
15 Weldon rd., Newton. Major Mc¬ 
Cabe was born in Roxbury. 52 years 
ago. He enlisted in the United 
States Regular Army in 1901, served 
in the cavalry and for many years in 
the Philippines. He was commis¬ 
sioned a Lieutenant in 1912 and was 
retired last year after 33 years’ serv¬ 
ice. He is a graduate of the Suffolk 
Law School, is married and has four 
children. He has been a resident of 
Ward 1 for 11 years, and has taken an 
active part in civic affairs. Richard 
H. Lee was bom in Faxcroft. Me.. 32 
years ago. graduated from Bowdoin 
College in 1924 and from Harvard Law 
School in 1928. He is a member of 
the officers reserve corps. Mr. Lee has 
been a resident of Newton for 5 years. 
He is married and has one child. He 
is a lawyer by profession. 

There are four candidates for the 
office of Ward Alderman in Ward 1 
to succeed William A. Sproat. They 
are James P. Akins of 439 Washington 
st.. Roland T. Kinchla of 80 Dalby st., 
Harold A. Murray of 181 Pearl st.. 
John J. Timmons of 19A Beech st. Mr. 
Akins was bora in Newton. 33 years 
ago. and has been a resident of Ward 
1 with the exception of 3 years when 
he was attending law school. He is a 
graduate of Our Lady’s High School. 
Boston College and Boston University 
Law School. He is a lawyer by pro-

THREE LETTERMEN 
FORM NUCLEUS OF 
NEWTON HOCKEY SQUAD 

Three lettermen. Captnin Gus Cos- 
toldi. Ernest MacLeod and Burt Wood¬ 
ward. will form the nucleus of Coach 
Dr. Oscar Martin’s Newton high 
school hockey team In the Greater 
Boston Interscholastic League this sea¬ 
son. Captnin Castoldi. who also led 
the football team this fall. Is a defense 
player of known ability. MncLeod 
Is a capable wing although It is pos¬ 
sible that he may hold down the cen¬ 
tre lee position this winter. Wood¬ 
ward was one of the outstanding play¬ 
ers on the Newton sextet of a year 
ago. Although but a sophomore last 
year, he was a hulwnrk of strength in 
the net as the Newton goalie. With 
the experience thus gained he should 
be one of the league’s best goalies this 
season. 

Three other candidates with previ 
ous experience are available. Butter¬ 
field and Dennison saw some service 
In the Newton forward line last year 
and Ben Grow, football tackle, was 
used considerably on defense although 
none of the three saw enough serv¬ 
ice to earn them a letter. With the 
season opening a week from tomorrow. 
Dr. Martin is hoping to get In enough 
practice to enable the team to get off 
to a fast start. 

But one hour’s practice session on 
Ice has been held with the squad tak¬ 
ing the Arena ice for that length of 
time on the night before Thanksgiv¬ 
ing. At that session none of the foot¬ 
ball players were in action. Another 
practice session will be held on ice 
tomorrow afternoon. Meanwhile shoot¬ 
ing practice has been held on the 
sidewalks near the school and condi¬ 
tioning work has been conducted also.

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THE CITY ELECTION 

Next week Tuesday the voters of Newton will go to the polls 
to elect members of the Board of Aldermen and of the School 
Committee for terms of varying years. Although an “off” year 
as far as the mayoralty is concerned there is much interest in 
the election, as there are more than the usual numbers of 
offices to be filled. In the history of the city it is doubtful 
if there has ever been as many candidates as in the present 
instance. Forty candidates for nineteen offices—sixteen on 
the Board of Aldermen and three on the School Committee. 
While most of the contests are between candidates to be voted 
upon throughout the entire city, there are several important 
ward contests which heighten the interest in those sections. In 
some instances there are men of exceptionally high calibre 
available. This is true particularly in Ward 2 where Albert M. 
Lyon is a candidate for Alderman-at-Large. In such in¬ 
stances it would be a great misfortune to have an insufficient 
number of voters cast their ballots and have such men fail of 
election. Newton’s standing as a city is due to the unstinted 
service that men of this type have long given to civic affairs. 
Men of judgment and experience are needed. As a good citizen 
it is the duty of every voter to know the candidates and to cast 
their ballot next Tuesday.

The City Election 


THE WARD ONE SITUATION 

The situation in Ward 1 involving the candidates for Alder¬ 
man-at-Large for an unexpired term is one which is worthy of 
the attention of Newton voters. It is a situation that has* led 
to considerable misunderstanding. And, as usual in such 
circumstances, some person bears the brunt of misfortune, if 
it may be termed such. Major Frank T. McCabe and Richard H. 
Lee, candidates for the unexpired term of the late Alderman 
Howlett are the principals in a situation not altogether of 
their own choosing. The events leading up to the time they 
found themselves opponents are not of relative importance. It 
might well be stated, however, that at the first there was an 
indefiniteness as to which position was being sought. Similar 
situations prevailed in one or more of the other wards of the 
city. With reference to this angle of the matter both candi¬ 
dates have made themselves vulnerable to righteous criticism. 
Such developments could never have taken place had the 
Ward 1 Republican committee been actively in control of the 
situation. 

It is reported from more than one authoritative source that 
the Ward committee favored one candidate by a slight majority. 
It is also true that many members of the Republican City Com¬ 
mittee, including five members of the Ward 1 group, had 
signed the other candidate’s nomination papers. Naturally, 
when it came to a final decision, these persons felt obliged 
to go through with the support of their candidate regardless of 
conflicting views. In this presumption it may be conceded that 
they were justified unless one wishes to bring into the picture 
the question of whether or not a political committee should 
endorse any candidates in a non-partisan election. This is 
a separate question not germane to the issue. Suffice it to state 
that a majority of the committee having endorsed its candi¬ 
date the vote was made unanimous without objection. 

We believe that the voters should recognize that in this 
instance the committee endorsement of one candidate does 
not mean that the other candidate is not worthy of support. 
Having arrived at this conclusion by setting aside personalities 
we now come to the question as to the merits of the two candi¬ 
dates. It is conceded that both men are of high character 
and ability. Major McCabe has taken an active interest in 
Ward affairs during the eleven years he has lived here. He was 
instrumental in the building of tennis courts and other im¬ 
provements at Cabot Park. He has served 33 years in the 
army, which he entered at the age of eighteen, retiring about 
a year ago. He graduated from Suffolk Law School in 1930 
and is now engaged in business in the employ of a well known 
retail firm. His mature judgment, experience and ability stamp 
him as an ideal candidate for the Board of Aldermen, as does 
his courteous and gentlemanly attitude in the existing situa¬ 
tion. Major McCabe is also a personal friend of Mayor Weeks. 
Mr. Lee, like many other residents of Newton, worked dili¬ 
gently for the re-election of Mayor Weeks. He has been a 
resident of Newton for five years and not four, as has been in¬ 
correctly stated. He has made many friends during his resi¬ 
dence here and has a likable personality. He is a law school 
graduate and engaged in the practice of his profession. Con¬ 
ceding the right of every person to hold to his opinion as to the 
candidacies in an election we frankly state that we shall vote 
for Major McCabe. 


This may bo nn off-year in the sense 
that there is no Mnyor to be elected 
but the chances are that a very sub¬ 
stantial vote will be cast on Dec. 11. 
Why? 

There are 33 candidates for aider- 
men completing for 16 places. Or¬ 
dinarily we elect seven Ward aider- 
men and seven aldormen-at-largo each 
year. This year, however, there are 
two extra positions to be filled due 
to ad interim elections resulting from 
the resignations of James R. Chnnd- 
ler and Joseph J. Murray earlier in 
the year. In other words, Clifford 

H. Walker of Waban and George E. 
Rawson of Newton are obliged to go 
before the voters for election at this 
time. 

Let us now consider these 33 can¬ 
didates. Nine are sitting members of 
the Board—five are ward aldermen 
and four are aldermen-at-large. The 
other 25 have never served on the 
Board and most of them are relative¬ 
ly unknown. Perhaps the most wid¬ 
ely-known candidate is Albert M. Ly¬ 
on of Newtonville, now serving as 
Chairman of the Planning Board. 
Some years ago he served a long term 
on the School Committee. In view 
of the abnormally heavy turn-over this 
coming year—seven men dropping out 
in addition to the loss of Chandler 
and Murray—it is vitally important 
that a man of Mr. Lyon’s calibre and 
standing in the community should be 
elected. His only danger lies in over¬ 
confidence. 

Parenthetically, I might add that I 
interviewed Edward J. Dooley, who is 
running against Mr. Lyon, at the drug¬ 
store over which he presides with 
much savoir faire. It is my impres¬ 
sion that he has no special platform. 
When I asked him in what respect he 
felt that his qualifications or experi¬ 
ence exceeded those of his opponent, 
he declined to answer. His only com¬ 
ment was that he considered that he 
was a good candidate and that he 
would make a good alderman. My 
readers may draw their own conclu¬ 
sions. 

Next to Mr. Lyon, the best and 
only widely-known candidates are 
Major Frank T. McCabe, a personal 
friend of Mayor Sinclair Weeks, who 
is being opposed by young Richard H. 
Lee of Ward 1. the Irrepressible Paul 
Harris Drake, who found the going 
fur too steep when he ran for Mayor 
last year and Clarence C. Colby. 

Glancing over the list of candidates 
for the two-year positions we find 
John E. Barwise, a member of the 
G. O. P. City Committee from Ward 

I. who is being challenged by John 
W. Blakeney. a candidate in previous 
elections and Waldo S. Weldon. In¬ 
asmuch as Barwise has the support 
of his City Committee he should prob¬ 
ably win, although Blakeney may give 
him a scare. There are no contests 
in Wards .'I. 4, ;> and 6 , Where a n«-\v 
man puts in an appearance. Hender¬ 
son Inches of Chestnut Hill. He is 
a graduate of Milton Academy and 
Harvard, where it was my privilege to 
meet him first. Inches takes Cording- 
ley’s place in the Board. Aldermen 
Hutchinson, Floyd and McKay are un¬ 
opposed In Wards 3. 4 and 5. 

Turning now to the candidates for 
Ward Alderman, we find James P. 
Akins, a previous entry in Ward 1 
contests, whom the well-informed poli¬ 
ticians tell me will very likely win. 
This is a four-cornered scrap with 
Roland T. Kinchla, Harold A. Mur¬ 
ray and John J. Timmons contesting. 
In Ward 2 Donald M. Hill is opposed 
by an optimistic young man named 
John J. Bagley, who has barely ar¬ 
rived at the voting age. Like nfany 
of the other candidates, he is doubt¬ 
less looking for a little free publicity. 

In Ward 3 there is a very interest¬ 
ing battle in progress. It revolves 
about a certain Mr. Guzzi, the self- 
styled twenty-third alderman. The 


original plan for disposing of tills 
tireless hut likable office-seeker In¬ 
volved Mr. Algernon McCarthy, a Dent 
ocrat of parts. (Pnrdon the error: I 
forgot for the moment that wo are 
supposed to he having a strictly non¬ 
partisan City election.) Suffice it to 
say that when Mr. Oliver K. Smith 
(“Q.K.” to you) '’ompleted some com¬ 
plicated deliberations and decided to 
toss his sombrero in the ring, my 
good friend Algernon decided that 
some other year would provide a bet 
ter opportunity and he withdrew. It 
was rather unfortunate because Sir 
Algernon had been given reason to 
believe thnt some pretty substantial 
support was in the offing. So now we 
have Mr. Smith storming Mr. Guzzi 
trenches with a little assistance from 
Thomas L. McEnaney, Jr. Mr. Smith. 
I might interpolate, is a member of 
the G. O. P. City Committee. Mr, 
Guzzi. according to the papers, is ex¬ 
ceedingly active in making Ward 3 
“Guzzi-conscious,” holding frequent 
rallies and distributing numerous 
cards and stickers. Whether or not 
Mr. Guzzi’s enthusiastic support of 
Mr. James M. Curley in the recent un¬ 
pleasantness of Nov. 6 will help him 
is a matter of doubt. 

One of the strongest candidates in 
the various Ward contests is David 
Black, who Is running against Aider- 
man James B. Melcher and Ellis Sut¬ 
cliffe in Ward 7. I am told that at 
one time Mr. Black was Treasurer 
of Page and Shaw and that his busi¬ 
ness record Is highly creditnble. How¬ 
ever, Mr. Melcher is in office and is 
widely and favorably known, so he will 
almost surely be re-elected. 

There are contests in Wards 4 and 
6 but the chances are that Aldermen 
Cronin and Walker will be returned 
to the Board. Wilbur P. Richnrdson 
is after Dennis Cronin’s scalp and 
Robert A. Quint would like to have 
Clifford H. Walker’s seat, but I do 
not think much of their chances. In 
Ward 6 there is no opposition to Al¬ 
derman Goddard, although Philip 
Kneeland went through a few prelim¬ 
inary motions and acted like a can¬ 
didate for a while. Something tells 
me that Kneeland might have gone 
through had he felt that his record 
ns a Democrat and his frank support 
of Curley would not have been used 
against him. Of course, this is a non¬ 
partisan election, as I said before, 
but the average voter seems to And 
it difficult to forget party lines when 
the City election rolls around. 

Now we come to the real high-spot 
of the election—the fracas in Ward 1 
between Major McCabe and Richard 
H. Lee. What a fierce bnttle that 
would huve been had not our Mayor's 
closest friends and advisors urged him 
to keep out of it. Let’s get this 
straight. Mayor Weeks will vote for 
Major McCabe. He told me so per¬ 
sonally. It is my personal convic¬ 
tion that the Republican City Com¬ 
mittee would have endorsed (or 
recommended) McCabe had the mem¬ 
bership been advised definitely and 
authoritatively that the Mayor was 
definitely interested. Well, it is all 
water over the dam now and the of¬ 
ficial records show that the City Com¬ 
mittee has endorsed Lee, a rather 
young man of promise, who has been 
a resident of Newton for only five 
years. Personally. I shall not merely 
vote for Major McCabe,—I shall do 
everything I can to help him. If some 
of our prominent Aldermen care to 
be at all consistent they will follow 
suit. I have their word for it that 
it is vitally important that we should 
fill the seven positions about to be 
vacated with mature, experienced men 
of sound judgment. On that basis, 
Major McCabe ought to be elected by 
a tremendous majority and In that way 
furnish the Board with some addi¬ 
tional intestinal fortitude.

ABOUT TOWN 


By Edward H. Powers 


Next Tuesday Is election day in 
Newton. It is what is termed “an 
off year” because there Is no Mayor¬ 
alty contest. Probably less than 50% 
of the registered voters in Newton 
will go to tlie polls. Yet there are 
sixteen of the twenty-one Aldermen 
who will compose the Bourd for 1935 
to be elected and seven of this num¬ 
ber will hold office for two years. 
Three members of the School Com¬ 
mittee will also be chosen. It be¬ 
hooves every citizen of Newton and 
particularly the taxpayer who has rea¬ 
sonable concern in his or her per¬ 
sonal affairs to vote next Tuesday. 
The manner in which our city is gov¬ 
erned directly concerns all Newton 
residents whether they realize it or 
not. Persons who regard themselves 
as quite intelligent and who get all 
worked up over National and State 
elections, pay little or no attention 
to city elections. 

Thirty-three candidates are running 
for the sixteen places in the Board 
of Aldermen. Several of the candi¬ 
dates who are members of the pres¬ 
ent Board and are running for re- 
election. have no opposition. In some 
of the Wards there are several candi¬ 
dates for Aldermen. Some are qual¬ 
ified, others are not. Some are life¬ 
long residents of Newton or have lived 
here for many years. Others are com¬ 
parative newcomers. It is reasonable 
to suppose that a man who has re¬ 
sided in the city for a considerable 
length of time is better qualified to 
serve on the Board of Aldermen than 
one who has limited knowledge of 
Newton and its people. It is logical 
to assume that the more intelligence, 
aggressiveness and moral courage a 
man has, the more service he can 
render to his constituents. It Is the 
duty of every voter to make inquiries 
about the candidates, to personally 
weigh their respective merits and not 
vote for any candidate merely because 
his name is included on a printed list 
received through tho mail. 


Yesterday Richard H. Lee, candi¬ 
date for Alderman-at-Large to fill the 
vacancy in Ward 1 called at the GRA¬ 
PHIC office with a letter which he de¬ 
sired to have published in this paper. 
Mr. Lee contended that in this col¬ 
umn last week we made a number of 
inaccurate statements regarding his 
candidacy. The first inaccuracy he 
mentioned was—that we stated he has 
been a resident of Newton four years. 
He informed us he became a resident 
of Ward 1 on September 15, 1929. We 
based our statement on the fact that 
Mr. Lee first registered as a voter on 
August 6, 1930. On this matter we 
stand corrected. 

He next stated that our assertion 
that "a majority of the Ward 1 Re¬ 
publican Committee favored Major 
McCabe" is Incorrect. Mr. Lee says— 
"Five out of the ten members of this 
committee signed my papers when 
they were first circulated, and all ten 
have since pledged me their support.” 
Our statement was not in error. At 
the meeting of the Republican Citv 
Committee on November 27th the 
Ward 1 committee reported 6 to 1 
in favor of Major McCabe. One of 
the five members who had previously 
signed Mr. Lee’s nomination papers 
used his God-given right and changed 
his mind. Subsequently the vote of 
the Republican City Committee in fa¬ 
vor of Mr. Lee was made unanimous 
and all, including the Ward 1 mem¬ 
bers, endorsed Mr. Lee. Nevertheless, 
our statement of last week was ac¬ 
curate and correct. 

Mr. Lee next asserted that our state¬ 
ment that Major McCabe "has the 
endorsement and support of Mayor 
Weeks and most of the former Al¬ 
dermen of Ward 1” was incorrect. 
Mayor Weeks has made a practice 
of not publicly endorsing candidates 
for the Board of Aldermen. He is 
not publically endorsing Major Mc¬ 
Cabe. The Mayor has stated and still 
states that lie suggested to Major Mc¬ 
Cabe that the latter be a candidate 
for the office he seeks and that he 
(the Mayor) will vote for him. The 
Mayor has never declined to tell citi¬ 
zens. when asked, for whom he in¬ 
tends to vote. Mr. Lee contends that 
our statement that "the majority of 
former aldermen support Major Mc¬ 
Cabe” is in error because he has the 
support of the present Aldermen 
Mansfield and Gallagher in addition 
to that of two former Aldermen Bar¬ 
ber and Harriman. We stand by the 
statement we made. Major McCabe 
has the support of former Aldermen 
Earle, Madden and Powers of Ward 1 
and will receive the votes of other 
former aldermen. 

The public hearing at City Hall on 
Dec. 17th regarding the route for the 
continuation of the Hammond Pond 
Parkway will probably bring a large 
attendance of Newton Centre resi¬ 
dents. It is a matter of great impor- 
tanco and there is a decided differ¬ 
ence of opinions on this matter. The 
hearing promises to he interesting and 
lively. 


In the contest for Wnrd Alderman 
in Ward 3. the writer favors the can¬ 
didacy of Alfred Guzzi. This candi¬ 
date is not as mature in years as we 
would ordinarily desire. He is inclined 
to bo somewhat blatant. But. he is in¬ 
telligent. aggressive and courageous. 
He has attended most meetings of the 
Board of Aldermen for some years and 
took the initiative ifl obtaining a 
number of public improvements nt 
West Newton. We believe the Board 
of Aldermen needs a "spark plug” of 
the Guzzi type. 

Waban residents are concerned 
over the possibility that the “gen¬ 
tlemen’s agreement” which bus been 
honored in Ward i for many years 
may bo ended because of the oppo¬ 
sition to Clifford H. Walker of 711 
Chestnut street, Wuhan, by Robert J. 
Quint of 1589 Centre st., Newton High- 
luuds, for the office of Ward Aldermun 
from Ward 5. For many yeurs Ward 
5 hud divided its representation be¬ 
tween the three communities of New¬ 
ton Uppt (f Falls, Newton Highlands, 
and Waban. Each of the first two

Parkway Extension 

Public Hearing Will Be Held on Dec. 17 On Extension of 
Hammond Pond Parkway 


The report of the committee ap¬ 
pointed by the Newton Centre Im¬ 
provement Association to consider the 
most desirable route for the extension 
of Hammond Pond Parkway from Bea¬ 
con street, Newton Centre, to Com¬ 
monwealth avenue is, in part, as fol¬ 
lows: 

The Massachusetts Legislature in 
1929 authorized the Metropolitan Dis¬ 
trict Commission to lay out and con¬ 
struct a parkway or boulevard from 
the junction of Newton and Hammond 
streets in Brookline to Beacon street 
in Newton at or near Hobart road. 
The total authorized cost of this 
project was fixed by the Legislature 
in 1931 at $400,000, one-half of which 
was to be paid from the state high¬ 
way fund, and one-half assessed upon 
the cities and towns in the metropo¬ 
litan parks district in proportion to 
their respective tax valuations. New¬ 
ton’s proportion was 4.21%. 

By Chapter 301 of the Acts of 1932 
the Legislature provided that at any 
time within three years from the pas¬ 
sage of the Act (June 7. 1932) the 
Commission was authorized to expend 
any unexpended balance of the afore¬ 
said appropriation toward paying the 
cost of tho acquisition of land and the 
construction of a parkway or high¬ 
way extending “from Beacon street 
... to Commonwealth avenue . . . 
as an extension, by such route as the 
Commission may determine, of the 
parkway or boulevard . . . and the bal¬ 
ance of the sum necessary to com¬ 
plete said continuation shall be paid 
by the City of Newton. . . This 
provision was to become effective 
only in case it was accepted by the 
Newton Board of Aldermen on or 
before December 31, 1933. The Board 
has duly voted such acceptance. 

The Parkway has now been com¬ 
pleted to Beacon street at Hobart 
road. 

Approximately $105,000 of the $400,- 
000 appropriation remains unexpend¬ 
ed, and is available until June 7, 1935, 
for tho extension “from Beacon street 
... to Commonwealth avenue.” The 
determination of the route lies en¬ 
tirely in the hands of the Metropoli¬ 
tan District Commission. All other 
boards, officers and private citizens 
have but the right to express their 
recommendations. 

The committee’s report states that it 
is important to bear in mind the orig¬ 
inal purpose of the boulevard and it 
calls attention to the roport made in 
1908 to citizens of Brookline and New¬ 


ton by Herbert Kellaway, now a mem¬ 
ber of the Newton Planning Board. 
That report explained that the pur¬ 
pose of the so-called Huinmond Pond 
parkway was to connect the southern 
group of Metropolitan parks with the 
northern group, or more specifically, 
the West Roxbury Parkwny with the 
Charles River Parkway. As then 
planned the connecting link was to 
follow a route from South to North 
over what is now Hobart, Intervale 
and Bishop Gate rds to Commonwealth 
ave. and thence over open and largely 
undeveloped lands to Wntertown 
square. The report says that while 
conditions of traffic and land develop¬ 
ment have greatly changed since, the 
continuation of the parkway along sub¬ 
stantially the same route is still de¬ 
sirable. The report of the committee 
states: 

“A glance at a map of Newton will 
show several important and largely 
used north and south thoroughfares,— 
Watertown st.. Chestnut st., Walnut 
at.. Centre st. and Hammond st. Ham¬ 
mond st. is narrow, circuitous and ill 
adapted to the heavy traffic which 
now uses it. An intermediate route 
lying between Centre st. and Hammond 
si. would relieve both. Moreover, it 
may still be thought desirable not to 
abandon the original plan of currying 
the Boulevard toward the Charles Riv¬ 
er Parkway along Wnrd and Waverly 
sts. to Washington, thus affording a 
route which would avoid the crowded 
business centers of Newton Centre 
and Newton Corner, and assist in re¬ 
lieving the traffic congestion at those 
centers.” 

Explaining in detail the Hobart rd. 
route the committee’s report says that 
this road is the natural prolongation 
of the present parkway and is the 
most available route. The advantages 
of this route are summed up as fal¬ 
lows—it is the shortest route; it is the 
dividing line between two school dis¬ 
tricts and would reduce to a minimum 
the dunger to children of crossing 
traffic. The present width of the road 
is such that only a few narrow strips 
of additional land need be taken; the 
houses abutting owners are set back 
a considerable distance from the road 
and a number were so built with the 
knowledge that a parkway might be 
constructed there. Alignment and 
grade present no unusual difficulties 
and the estimated cost ($70,000) is

Must Have Badges 
To Skate On 
Bullough’s Pond 

At the meeting of the Board of Al¬ 
dermen on Dec. 17 a recommendation 
will be received from Mayor Weeks 
asking for an appropriation of $350 to 
permit the purchase by the Playground 
Department of badges which will be 
issued in conjunction with permits to 
Newton residents to skat** on Bul- 
lough's Pond.

Ask New Trial 
For Newton Man 
Who Got 15 Yrs 

Was Convicted For Murderous 
Assault on Newton Attorney 


One of the most peculiar conditions 
in tho history of Middlesex County 
criminal procedure occurred last Sat¬ 
urday when Edward F. Flynn, coun¬ 
sel for Pasquale Cetrone formerly of 
Winchester road, Newton, asked Judge 
Walter Collins in the Superior Court 
at Cambridge to grant Cetrone a new 
trial. Cetrone, a contractor and 
builder was sentenced on October 3rd 
to serve from 12 to 15 years in State 
Prison as an accessory before the 
fact in an alleged assault with intent 
to murder John Flnelli of Ashmont 
avenue, Newtonville, a lawyer. Ac¬ 
cording to the testimony which caused 
Cetrone’s conviction and prison sen¬ 
tence, he hired David Cornell of Prov¬ 
idence to assault Flnelli after the lat¬ 
ter had been lured to a vacant house 
on Watertown street, Watertown, near 
the Newton line. Flnelli and Cetrone 
had previously had a disagreement 
over some of the latter’s financial dif¬ 
ficulties. Flnelli was brutally beaten 
by Cornell and another assailant and 
so severely injured that lie spent sev¬ 
eral weeks in the Newton Hospital. 

At the trial it ivas charged that it 
was intended to murder Flnelli. Cor¬ 
nell received 15 to 18 years in State 
Prison. Last Saturday Attorney Flynn 
argued that there was no intent on 
the part of Cetrone to have Finelli 
murdered: lie only wanted the latter 
to receive a beating, out Cornell be¬ 
came excited and assaulted Finelli 
more severely than Cetrone intended. 
To substantiate Flynn’s arguments 
Assistant District Attorney Paul Foisy 
of Middlesex County, who prosecuted 
the case in October, and Lieuts. Burke 
(Continued on Page 2)

Members of the Newton Board of 
Aldermen held a conference last Fri¬ 
day night on the matter of changing 
the Ward lines in this city. As a re¬ 
sult of their deliberations the spe¬ 
cial committee appointed last Spring 
to study this matter will report at 
the regular meeting of the Board of 
Aldermen on next Monday night that 
no action be taken on the changing 
of the Ward boundaries. As it Is 
probable that the Board will accept 
the recommendation of the commit¬ 
tee, this means that if the Ward lines 
will be changed next year or during 
any year before 1944, permission must 
be obtained from the Legislature. 

A few weeks ago the committee 
made public plans which it had de¬ 
vised. These plans called for radical 
changes In some of the Wards, par¬ 
ticularly in Wards 1, 2. 5 and 7. A 
public hearing was held at City Hall 
on this matter and strong objections 
were registered to the proposed 
changes. These objections were based 
on the fact that the changes would 
split the villages of Newtonville and 
Waban into different Wards and would 
include In Ward 1 territory from the 
Brighton line to Albermarle road at 
West Newton; the revised Ward to 
contain parts of the present Wards 1, 
2 and 7. The largest number of oppo¬ 
nents to the proposed new Ward 
lines came from Waban. Over 250 res¬ 
idents of that village filled the al- 
dermanic chamber to register pro¬ 
tests. 

The agitation for changes in the 
Ward lines was started about 5 years 
ago by a group of Newton Centre res¬ 
idents who based their contentions of 
the need of such a change because 
Wards 5 and 6 each contain more than 
6000 voters, while some of the older 
Wards on the North side of the city 
have only half as many voters. The 
South Side residents contended that 
the Ward representation should be 
made more equal. Mayor Weeks in 
his 1930 Inaugural address recom¬ 
mended that consideration be given 
this matter. Because special legisla¬ 
tion would have to have been obtained 
in 1930, it was decided to postpone 
action until 1934 when such changes 
could be made in accordance with a 
law enacted In 1924. This law allows 
cities to make changes in Ward lines 
every 10th year following 1924. 

At the public hearing on this mat¬ 
ter a few weeks ago, an interesting 
feature was—that some of the*South 
Side proponents of the change in 1930 
revealed that they now favor no 
changes being made at the present 
time. It is probable that during the 
next year or two further study will 
be given this matter, views and sug¬ 
gestions of citizens in various parts 
of Newton obtained, and Ward line 
changes planned which will be agree¬ 
able to most Newton residents.

Only 29 % of Newton Voters 
Go to the Polls On Tuesday. 
Mayor Broadcasts Appeal 

Farrell and McOwen Nearly. Win In School Committee Con¬ 
tests—McCabe Elected Alderman 


Only 29% of the 33,000 registered 
voters took enough interest in the af¬ 
fairs of Newton to go to the polls 
and vote at the city election on Tue» 
day, but despite this fact, this elec¬ 
tion was one of the most hectic “off 
year” contests in the history of the 
city. So few went to the polls dur¬ 
ing the morning and early afternoon 
hours that Mayor Weeks had broad¬ 
casts sent out from WEEI, WBZ and 
WNAC between 6:15 and 6:45 Tues¬ 
day evening urging Newton citizens 
to vote before 8 o’clock. The total 
number of ballots cast was 9571. 

The features of the election were 
the victories of Major Frank T. Mc¬ 
Cabe who ran to fill the alderman-at- 
large vacancy in Ward 1, Alfred F. 
Guzzi who was elected Ward Aider- 
man in Ward 3, and the near success 
of the candidacies of Bernard D. Far¬ 
rell Jr. of Ward 3 and Francis W. Mc¬ 
Owen of Ward 5 for places on the 
School Committee. Farrell led 
George H. Femald until the last pre¬ 
cinct returns came in. and McOwen 
lead Mrs. Margaret H. Woods until 
the return from Precinct 3 of Ward 
5, turned the tide by giving Mrs. 
Woods 585 votes to 43 for McOwen. 
She won by 406 votes. Fernald had 
a majority of only 247 votes over Far¬ 
rell. Major McCabe was the only 
candidate for alderman-at-large who 
succeeded in overcoming the opposi¬ 
tion of the Republican City Commit¬ 
tee which had endorsed his opponent 
Richard H. Lee. The other candi¬ 
dates on the city committee’s slate 
all won. Alfred Guzzi succeeded on 
his fifth attempt. In 1930. 1931 and 
1933 he ran for Alderman-at-Large 
and in 1932 he ran for Ward Aider- 
man. Guzzi had stated he would con¬ 
tinue running until he was elected. 

In Ward 1 James P. Akins won the 
contest for Ward Alderman over three 
opponents. John Barwlse was the 
winner in the contest for the two year 
term as alderman-at-large. In Ward 
2 Lyon defeated Dooley for alderman- 
at-large. and Hill won over Bagley 
for Ward Alderman. In Ward 3 Hut¬ 
chinson had no opponent for alder¬ 
man-at-large. and Guzzi defeated 
Smith and McEnaney for Ward Aider- 
man. In Ward 4 Floyd was unopposed 
for alderman-at-large and Cronin 
won easily over Richardson. In Ward 
5 McKay was unopposed for alderman 
at-large and Walker had a big lead 
over Quint. In Ward 6 there was no 
contest. In Ward 7 Colby had a com- 
tunable lead over Manning and Greer 


with Drake running fourth. For Ward 
Alderman Melcher was well ahead of 
Sutcliffe and Black. 

The City Clerk’s office In City Hall 
was crowded from 8 o’clock on Tues¬ 
day night until well after midnight by 
candidates, their friends and persons 
interested in Newton politics, ail wait¬ 
ing for the returns from the various 
precincts to come in. Despite the 
light vote, it was nearly 1 o’clock 
Wednesday morning when the ballots 
from the last three precincts arrived. 
These were Precinct 3 of Ward 5. 
Waban; and Precincts 1 and 3 of 
Ward 3, West Newton. The greatest 
interest and uncertainty was in the 
contests for the School Committee 
and until the last returns arrived from 
the three precincts mentioned, near¬ 
ly all present, including the political 
wiseacres, conceded the election of 
Farrell and McOwen over Fernald 
and Mrs. Woods. The closeness of the 
vote in these two contests was a 
great surprise as the politically wise 
had believed the present incumbents 
would win by large majorities. In 
the third contest for the School Com¬ 
mittee Kirtley Mather had a comfor¬ 
table lead over Miss Katherine C. 
Coveney with Dr. Surabian a poor 
third. 

Mr. Farrell asked that the ballots 
be impounded for the purpose of hav¬ 
ing a recount in the two school com¬ 
mittee contests. A technicality arose 
in connection with the ballots cast in 
the Waban precinct. When the bal¬ 
lot box was opened there after the 
polls closed it was discovered that 
the cancelling mechanism in the box 
had not worked and the ballots had 
not been stamped. 


Aldermen Discuss 
Restoring Pay Cut 

At the special meeting of the Board 
of Aldermen on Monday night the 
sixteen members present, sitting as a 
committee of the whole, discussed the 
matter of a restoration of the 7 1 - 2 % 
pay cut put into effect on Jan. 1. 1933, 
on salaries and wages of all city em¬ 
ployees. The discussion was the re¬ 
sult of a request from Mayor Weeks 
that the Aldermen acquainw him with 
their views on this matter. The func¬ 
tion of raising or decreasing city em¬ 
ployees’ salaries belongs to the Mayor 
and not to the Aldermen.

Ask New Trial 
For Newton Man 

(Continued from Page 1) 


and Riley of the Watertown police, 
who assisted in the prosecution of 
the ease, all stated that they did 
not believe Cetrone intended to have 
Finelli murdered. Finelli testified dur¬ 
ing the trial that one of his assailants 
had exclaimed “Cetrone sent us here 
to kill you.” Lieut. Riley said that 
Finelli, shortly after the assault, did 
not tell of such a remark. 

Judge Collins asked Riley why lie 
did not call attention to this alleged 
discrepancy in Finelli’s testimony at 
the time of the trial? Riley answered 
that he believed he did call Foisy’s 
attention to the alleged discrepancy. 
Lieut. Burke stated that it had always 
been his opinion that Cetrone did 
not intend to have Finelli killed. 
Foisy told Judge Collins that he had 
been carried away at the time of the 
trial by the facts of the case, hut he 
now believes Cetrone only intended 
to have a severe beating inflicted 
upon Finelli. Judge Collins com- 
mented that Foisy or someone was 
lax in not bringing to the attention 
of the court in October that the as¬ 
sault was not with intent to murder 
as he had charged the jury on the ba¬ 
sis of such an intent. The judge said 
he would study the transcript of the 
evidence presented at the October 
trial and consider it in conjunction 
with the statements made Saturday 
by Attorney Flynn, Foisy and the two 
Watertown policemen before making 
a decision on the motion for a new 
trial.

The old corrupt state church 
is gone but religion in a true sense 
survives.

’Phone Resolution 
Unanimously 

Adopted 


During the business session of the 
last meeting of the Auburndale Worn 
nn’s Club, the president. Mrs. Em 
est F. Drew, announced that as a re 
suit of the discussion two weeks pre¬ 
vious. of the annoyance caused by the 
practice of several too persistent 
firms for patronage, the following 
Resolution had been recommended by 
the Executive Board for action by 
the Club.

1934, do 
desire to create public opinion, in 
order than an effective protest may 
be made against the promiscuous tel¬ 
ephone calls of various business con¬ 
cerns. 

To this end we would recommend 
that copies of this resolution be sent 
to the other federated clubs in our 
city and to the mid-winter meeting of 
the Newton Federation. 

Thus we hope thnt Newton women 
may successfully and emphatically put 
an end to such uses of home tele¬ 
phones.”

much less than the other proposed 
routes. The only disadvantage is that 
at tho point of intersection at Com¬ 
monwealth ave. there is a 5% grade, 
but engineers do not regard this as 
serious. 

The report says that there will be 
objections from property owners on 
Hobart rd. just as there will he from 
owners on any route, but it may not 
occur to the objectors that only 
pleasure vehicles will be permitted 
on the parkway and no trucks will he 
allowed. The difficulties of handling 
traffic across Beacon st. and the ave¬ 
nue will he tlu* same whatever route 
is ^selected. 

Referring to the alternate plan 
which proposed that the extension fol¬ 
low Beacon street to Chesley road 
and thence along Willow street and 
Centre street, the committee report 
says that such a highway could not 
be constructed under the present law 
as it would not be an extension of 
tho parkway from Beacon street to 
Commonwealth avenue. It mentions 
that in 1932 Representative Baker of 
the Northern district of Newton pre¬ 
sented a bill to the Legislature seek¬ 
ing the selection of the Willow street 
route, but this bill was turned down 
because of strong opposition. The 
report says that the Willow street 
route instead of bringing additional 
business to Newton Centre merchants, 
as has been claimed, would tend to 
take business away as it would divert 
traffic from the business section 
through Willow street. The report 
further says that the question should 
he considered whether the business 
center at Newton Centre is to serve 
residents of this community, or. like 
Coolidge Corner, bring in customers 
from other communities. 

The report states that the disad¬ 
vantages of the Willow street route 
are—it is long and circuitous: it 
breaks the natural prolongation of the 
parkway and defeats for all time the 
possible extension to the Charles 
River Parkway: it will require large 
and costly takings of private property: 
it will add greatly to an already heavy 
traffic burden oil Centre street in the 
vicinity of a firehouse, churches, 
school and playground. It will re¬ 
quire the widening of Centre street 
and the taking of a 10 foot strip from 
tho land in front of Trinity Church, 
necessitating the removal of the wall 
in front of that church. It will cause 
much traffic to utilize Homer street. It 
will do little to relieve traffic on Ham¬ 
mond street and will add to the con¬ 
gestion of Centre street ami probably 
Homer street. The estimated cost of 
this route is $150,000: this is $30,- 
000 more than the estimated cost of 
the Hobart road route; $45,000 more 
than the appropriation available, and 
this difference would have to be met 
by Newton taxpayers. 

The report mentions two other al¬ 
ternate routes which have been sug¬ 
gested—Beacon street to Grant ave¬ 
nue and thence to Commonwealth ave¬ 
nue: and a route which would take 
north-bound traffic over Hainmonds- 
wood road and south-bound traffic 
over Hobart road. The first of these 
the report does not favor because 
it would take traffic along two sides 
of a triangle and would create an¬ 
other heavy traffic intersection on Bea¬ 
con street. The committee disfavors 
tho Hammondswood road route be¬ 
cause it would cause north-bound traf¬ 
fic to travel back towards Boston and 
it would also add to the present con¬ 
gestion on Hammond street. Tho re¬ 
port of the committee concludes by 
recommending the Hobart road route 
as the best. The report is signed by 
Edward O. Proctor. Joseph F. Lockett, 
John L. Shepardson, Leroy M. Her 
sum, J. M. Tomb.

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THE PARKWAY EXTENSION 

The recommendations of the special committee of the New 
ton Centre Improvement Association and the proposed hearing 
before the Aldermen on the extension of the Hammond Pond 
Parkway bring to the forefront again a question which is of 
considerable interest.

IMPROVED TRAFFIC CONTROL NEEDED 

The problem of increased automobile accidents is one which 
is of great concern to automobilists, pedestrians, and in fact, 
everyone. No one knows what may happen at any moment, 
it is true that by far the greater number of accidents are due 
to improper control of the vehicle by the operator. But even 
the most careful driver on the road is not immune from ac¬ 
cident—circumstances over which he has no control arise 
and an accident results. Many are asking what can be done 
about ft? To add to our police forces would impose a greater 
tax burden upon the citizens and it would take a large increase 
m the force to adequately care for the problem. As a tem¬ 
porary measure would it not be possible to employ some of 
the many recipients of welfare in this kind of traffic control. 
Take Newton for an example. 

There are about forty traffic posts to which Newton police 
officers are assigned at the time when school children are 
going to and coming from school. There are many other 
points where traffic control would be advisable at these times 
and at other points where there should be some type of control 
at other times. Yet no officers are available. 

Our idea would be to set up either within or outside of the 
police department, a platoon of officers whose sole duty 
would be traffic control and attention to traffic law viola¬ 
tions. They would not need the full authority of a regular 
policeman. They would not need to carry guns or other pro¬ 
tective equipment of a full-time officer. The most important 
items necessary would be a uniform and the authority to deal 
with the ordinary traffic violations they would encounter. This 
platoon could be recruited from those who are now receiving 
public aid and as they would not be required to serve full 
time there would be slight additional cost upon the city or 
its taxpayers. It might even be desirable to have this platoon 
on a civil service basis with preference being given those who 
are in need of employment at the present time. Many of the 
details necessary to a successsful operation of this plan could 
be worked out satisfactorily, we believe. And we also believe 
that an effective force of this nature would go a long way to 
reducing automobile accidents and problems of traffic control. 


ABOUT TOWN

THE CITY ELECTION 

With less than one-third of the registered voters of the city 
of Newton going to the polls on Tuesday it is apparent that 
there is considerable indifference in “off-year” elections upon 
the part of many. Going back into the records we find that in 
1932 but 32 per cent of the voters cast their ballots while in 
193*0 the figure was the lowest ever in the history of the city 
with 13 per cent. Such indifference might at some future 
time prove disastrous to the high type of government which 
has always characterized that in Newton. We cannot stress 
too strongly this fact. It is a problem which should receive 
careful consideration. A possible solution has been suggested 
by a change in the terms of the members of the Board of 
Aldermen and School committee so that biennial elections 
would replace annual elections. The greatest objection to such 
a change has been in the possibility of an entire turnover in 
the make-up of the administration of the city. The question, as 
we see it, is whether or not such a possibility is more detri¬ 
mental than an overwhelmingly minority representation. 
No matter which way one looks at the problem “off year” 
elections in Newton represent the views of the minority of 
the citizens. 


MANY IN NEED OF ASSISTANCE 

There are some 2,000 families in Newton on the lists of the 
Mayor’s Relief Committee, the city, the Welfare Bureau, and 
other agencies, who are in need of assistance, it is reported 
by Harold Young, secretary of the committee. In his four years’ 
experience in this capacity Mr. Young states that he has never 
seen such a desperate need for clothing as at the present time. 
If you have clothing for which you have no further use it 
can be used by one of the various agencies in meeting the 
needs of other less fortunate citizens. 


PERSISTENCY IS REWARDED 

Five years ago Alfred M. Guzzi first became a candidate for 
the Board of Aldermen. Unsuccessful in his first attempt he 
stated that he would run for office until he was elected. His 
persistency has been rewarded by his election as Ward 
Alderman from Ward 3. Meanwhile he has been a constant 
spectator at the regular meetings of the Aldermen. In doing 
so he has set an example that might well be followed by other 
aspirants for office as Aldermen. 

SKATING CHARGE ON PUBLIC POND 

A reader and a taxpayer raises the question as to the at¬ 
titude a citizen mav well take in the charging for skating on 
public ponds. There are hundreds of Newton children, and 
adults as well, who desire to skate.

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In recent years the practice of il¬ 
luminating and decorating windows of 
homes during the Christmas season 
has become quite prevalent. Many 
years ago about the only household¬ 
ers to enter into this observance of 
Christmas tide were immigrants who 
had moved here from Etiglnnd. Ger¬ 
many and Ireland and they placed a 
real candle or candles in the windows. 
Comparatively few homes were elec¬ 
trically lighted in those days. Those 
folks of the past generation were ac¬ 
quainted with the real significance of 
Christmas customs as practiced in 
Europenn countries. Their Christmas 
candles were not lighted or displayed 
until Christmas Eve. and they were 
then lighted each evening until Little 
Christmas or Epiphany, the twelfth 
day after Christmas, symbolic of the 
coming of the Magi. Would it not be 
much more impressive and in keeping 
with the centuries old observance of 
Christfoas if all would refrain from 
lighting the Christmas candles until 
Christmas Eve. and then to continue 
the illuminations through the real 
Christmas senson to January 6. As it 
is now. many persons seem to vie one 
with the other in an endeavor to be 
among the first to have the electric 
candles and other decorations display¬ 
ed at their homes. 

Driving was hazardous over the 
glassy surfaces of streets yesterday 
and this morning. And the speeds, 
at which some operators drove under 
this condition proves how many near 
morons are loose upon public high¬ 
ways. 


When the Federal government and 
the States will Join in a determined 
movement to reduce the speed of mo¬ 
tor vehicles, when “respectable” citi 
sons and politicians will cease "fix 
ing" cases, when policemen will be 
encouraged rather than punished for 
doing their duty in apprehending reck¬ 
less drivers, when judges, prosecut¬ 
ing attorneys and juries will sympn 
thize with the victims instead of with 
the killers, when the public and offl 
cials realize that the first duty of po¬ 
lice departments today is the control 
of traffic and the preservation of 
human lives, then, and only then, will 
the insensate slaughter by automobiles 
cease. 


The Newton Board of Aldermen are 
showing common sense in postponing 
action on changing Ward lines. The 
plan, as proposed recently, was quite 
unsatisfactory to a large percentage 
of our citizens and would have dis¬ 
rupted the village feature which has 
made Newton unique and outstanding 
as a residential community. It will not 
be a very difficult matter to devise a 
practical and satisfactory solution of 
this problem if one or two additional 
Wards are created. Proper opportuni¬ 
ties for citizens to present their sug¬ 
gestions should he given and special 
legislation will not be hard to obtain if 
the will of the majority of the people 
Is recognized.

During the week ending December 
8. thirty-two persons were killed by 
automobiles in Massachusetts. One 
of the victims was an old resident of 
Newton. This number is about the 
average of automobile victims in this 
State in recent weeks. So far this year 
about 950 persons have been killed by 
automobiles in Massachusetts. The 
carnage *in other States is equally ap¬ 
palling. Governor Ely, Governor-elect 
Curley and public officials all over the 
country all call attention to this in¬ 
creasing form of slaughter and ap¬ 
point or advocate the appointment of 
committees to study this problem and 
take means to solve it. We have had 
many safety commissions and 
drives that we have become sceptical 
as to their effectiveness. 

All the safety drives, all special 
commissions and committees to stop 
automobile murders and slaughter are 
but hypocritical gestures when the 
real reasons for this carnage are per¬ 
mitted to continue. Any intelligent per¬ 
son knows what these reasons are. 
First—the speed mania caused by au¬ 
tomobiles being manufactured to trav¬ 
el at terrific speed and by the opera¬ 
tion of motor vehicles at high speed 
by a large percentage of drivers. Sec¬ 
ond—reckless driving by a consider¬ 
able percentage of autoists. Third— 
lack of enforcement of automobile 
laws and fixing of cases for offenders. 
Fourth—failure of policemen, judges, 
district attorneys and juries to prop¬ 
erly prosecute and punish autoists 
who kill and maim their fellow men.

How’s Your Arithmetic? 

Most any collection of statistics is 
for me a problem in mathematics. 
Merely because I am awed by the 
sight it doesn’t necessarily follow 
they may not be interesting. Thus, as 
turn to the recently published cen¬ 
sus of manufactures in Newton for 
1933, prepared by the State Depart¬ 
ment of Labor and Industries, I find 
that although Newton may be grow¬ 
ing rapidly as a residential communi¬ 
ty it is not advancing industrially. 

The figures cover 11 years, with the 
statement that the principal products 
manufactured in our city last year 
were knit goods, radio apparatus and 
electrical machinery. Nine years ago, 
or 1926, the value of stock and ma¬ 
terials used was the highest in the 
period covered, amounting to $8,597,- 
681. Last year it was $3,488,931. Tho 
best year of the 11 for the amount of,

Knowing 
this, Jesus once said, ‘Take no thought 
for your life, what ye shall eat, or 
what ye shall drink,’—presuming not 
on the prerogative of his creator, but 
recognizing God, the Father and 
Mother of all, as able to feed and 
clothe man as He doth the lilies” 
(p. 530). 


wages paid was 1929 with a total of 
$4,093,140. There were 71 establish¬ 
ments listed then. Last year there 
were 61 and the total amount of 
wages paid was $1,560,886, the low¬ 
est given in the record. 

Nevertheless the number of wage- 
earners, which has shown a consist¬ 
ent decline, was 1,661 in 1932 and 
slightly more, 1,848, in 1933. Possi¬ 
bly the increase may have been due 
to the N R A codes. However, tho 
value of products last year, $8,179,012, 
wes the lowest of the 11 years, the 
top being 1929 with $18,068,157. This 
is about all there is to lx* said as the 
report explicitly announces, “For the 
principal products manufactured in 
Newton, data canfiot be presented 
separately without disclosing the op¬ 
erations of individual establishments.”

The Newton League of Women Vo¬ 
ters, a branch of the Boston League, 
hold the Tourth of a series of studies 
on the Legal Status of Women at the 
house of Mr. Waldron H. Rand. Jr., 
139 Gibbs at., Newton Centre, on Mon¬ 
day, Dec. 10. The director of the 
study was Miss Katherine Rand, LL.R. 
The subject was Torts of especial in¬ 
terest to women. 

A Tort as defined by the Century 
Dictionary Is a wrong such as the 
law requires compensation for in dam¬ 
ages. While a Crime, according to the 
same authority, is an act of omission 
which the law punishes on behalf and 
in the name of the State. A Tort is 
resented by a person, a Crime by the 
State. 

The meeting was occupied by a de¬ 
scription of various kinds of torts and 
questions as to the possible procedure 
in case one has suffered a tort. 

The distinction between a slander 
and a libel, the former being a spoken 
defamatory statement, and a libel a 
written or printed one or one publish¬ 
ed by pictures or signs, was made 
dear. If I tell my neighbor he is a 
thief but if nobody hears me, that is 
not a slander. Nor is it one if spoken 
in the presence, for example, of a 
Russian who understands no English 
and does not know what I am saying. 
Or of a baby too young to under¬ 
stand. An interesting illustration was 
a case in which the verdict depended 
upon the intelligence of a child of six. 

Not everybody knows the difference 
between assuult, which is, to quote 
again the Century Dictionary, an at¬ 
tempt or offer to do violence to an¬ 
other, coupled with present ability to 
effect it but irrespective of whether 
the person is touching or not, and 
battery, which is any, even the least 
or spitting in the face of another in 
degree of violence, even the touching 
anger or insolence. But if you pull a 
man out of the way of a train even 
using a good deal of force, that is not 
battery! 

Assault and battery may be com¬ 
mitted by an animal in one’s posses¬ 
sion. The question was raised wheth¬ 


er if 1 have seeded my lawn and a 
neighbor’s dog comes in and digs it 
up that is a tort. Yes, that is a tort 
of negligence. It is the business of 
the dog’s owner to restrain him. So 
with a parent; he is responsible for 
the torts of his young child. 

Questions were raised as to the re¬ 
sponsibility of a hotel or restaurant 
keeper who puts before his patrons 
even unknowingly, food which is un¬ 
wholesome or otherwise injurious. Is 
that a tort of negligence? And what 
redress is possible? How about the 
loss of goods committed to the care 
of the hotel keeper? 

How about a trespasser who stum¬ 
bles into a trap. About one who 
stumbles upon a log which has acci¬ 
dentally fallen and breaks his leg? 
About an ower’s responsibility if a 
person crossing a private path meets 
with an accident? How about a caller 
who slips on an icy path and injures 
himself? 

Some of the most interesting ques¬ 
tions were about automobile accidents. 
If a hitch-hiker riding in your car is 
injured are you responsible? How if 
he is asleep and has presumably re¬ 
signed himself absolutely into your 
hands? How if you are having a trip 
with an owner and sharing expenses? 
How if an accident arises in conse¬ 
quence of the carelessness of another 
driver? 

The members of the study group 
went home with a much clearer idea 
of their legal position than they had 
brought with them on their arrival.

MOVING PICTURES. “Be better 
film shoppers! Demund value for the 
family recreation dollar.” women are 
urged by Mrs. Richard M. McClure, of 
Chicago, whose committee on Motion 
Pictures of the General Federation of 
Women’s Clubs serves as a “clinic” 
for previewing and analyzing films in 
thoir effect on community life. The 
committee includes an East Coast and 
a West Coast Previewing Committee 
which supply detailed, advance infor¬ 
mation on motion pictures to more 
than 25,000 cinema patrons. 

"Our program recognizes that se¬ 
lection and rejection of films is the 
only direct method of creating a sen¬ 
timent for artistic and wholesome pic¬ 
tures,” Mrs. McClure states. "Women 
refuse to buy poor quality goods from 
their merchants and in this manner 
teach them the fallacy of cheap goods 
and the buying public. The movie 
man offers film merchandise; it may 
be the highest and best quality, or it 
may be shoddy third rate goods. The 
manager waits to see which quality 
will be bought, and he judges the com¬ 
munity standard of taste by this pur¬ 
chasing preference or by the attend¬ 
ance at his theatre. The woman 
buyer controls 85 per cent of the pur¬ 
chasing power, and manufacturers 
cater to that tremendous power. 
Women get what they ask for. 

"We are working for the wider es¬ 
tablishment of Better Film Councils. 
These community groups representing 
civic and other clubs study local con¬ 
ditions and requirements, and draft 
film schedules suitable for adults. 
They give particular thought to fam¬ 
ily films and to children’s shows over 
the week-ends. They also work with 
the theatre manager, assisting him in 
booking suitable programs and. if nec¬ 
essary, present to him organized pro¬ 
test against objectionable films. This 
Council plan has become the most pop¬ 
ular and practical solution to local 
film problems. (Newton has such a 
Council which all should support. See 
their comments on local pictures else¬ 
where in this paper.) 

“Realizing that few pictures are 
made for young people, we emphasize 
the need for parental guidance in film 
selection. Parents would not permit 
a small child to eat a steak and po¬ 
tato dinner topped off with apple pie. 
no matter how well the dinner might 
be prepared or how attractively 
served, yet the same parent does not 
seem to hesitate to give the child a 
dime and send him off to the mov¬ 
ies with never a thought of what his 
film diet will be. It has been said 
that the motion picture theatre is the 
back yard of the modern city child, 
but if this is so, we know that many 
back yards need to be cleaned up be¬ 
fore they make suitable playgrounds, 
and playgrounds need supervision. 
The film guide prepared by our pre¬ 
viewing committees comments on the 
qualities of the pictures as entertain¬ 
ment for children, family and adult 
audiences. 

“We have not been sitting idly by 
while surveys were made, saying, 
‘Something must be done about mo¬ 
tion pictures.’ We have been doing 
it. Our 15 Point Plan includes these 
rules: praise and support fine accom¬ 
plishments; urge booking of more ed¬ 
ucational and travel shorts; watch 
short comedies, music and newsreels; 
know theatre managers: work for 
Junior Matinees and Family Nights; 
promote use of films in Departmental 
work of Federation: secure educa¬ 
tional slides and films for schools; 
keep abreast of international film 
problems; watch advertising and pub¬ 
licity and report violations of good 
taste.” 

If clubwomen and all good citizens, 
men and women, will co-operate in the 
above advice, much can be accom¬ 
plished.

Mr. James J. McPhillips of the Sci¬ 
entific Temperance Federation was 
the guest speaker at the December 
meeting of the Newton Woman’s 
Christian Temperance Union. 

The Federation’s Object is "To col¬ 
lect and disseminate results of biolog¬ 
ical, medical, social, statistical and 
other scientific investigations on the 
relation of alcoholic drinks to indi¬ 
vidual and public health and service." 

Mr. McPhillips asserted that when 
we discuss the alcohol question we 
should not pass lightly over the dan¬ 
gers of beer. It Is claimed that it 
promotes temperance; but some real 
students of the problem say that beer 
is one of the worst of the alcoholic 
beverages, because it is through beer 
that a large percentage of alcoholica 
first acquire the drinking habit. 

It is through propaganda favoring 
beer that the British brewers, to use 
their own words "Hope to develop 
young men Into buyers of the higher 
priced liquors." 

Thus It Is that there are in Eng¬ 
land, Germany and elsewhere estab¬ 
lished movements to fight the mis¬ 
leading claims made In praise of 
beer. 

Beer Is not a true food. Not a 

true tonic. 

We may well consider beer and the 
lies regarding it as one of our leading 
problems in temperance education. 

The alcohol in beer is as harm¬ 
ful as the alcohol in any other in¬ 
toxicant. 

Mr. Oliver Fellows says in the Sept. 
1934 number of the New Century 
Leader. "Investigations of social work¬ 
ers and scientists, in all lands, have 
proved that beer drinkers produce 
larger number of cases of acute al¬ 
coholism than do the consumers of 
the hardest of hard liquors and there¬ 
by the statement that beer promotes 
temperance is also proved to be un¬ 
true." 

Dr. Courtney C. Weeks speaking at 
the International Teachers' Associa¬ 
tion against alcoholism in July 1934, 
said: "Because alcohol attacks the 
highest centers of the brain it is a 
menace to the highest civilization. The 
teachers are the best promotors of 
the abstinence movement. Every 
child has a right to know the truth 
about alcohol and therein lies the duty 
of the teachers. The truth will make 
us free.”

Newton Woman’s 
Elbow Broken 
By Automobile 

Grace Baker of 618 Centre st., New¬ 
ton, a nurse, received a fractured el¬ 
bow when she was struck at the inter¬ 
section of Centre and Church sts., 
Newton, by an automobile driven by 
Mrs. Lois II. Brown of 33 Birch Hill 
rd.. Newtonville. The accident oc¬ 
curred on Thursday evening, Dec. 6, at 
7:15. 


At the Bigelow School on Decem¬ 
ber 4th nn "open house night” was 
held to permit residents of Newton 
to inspect the remodelled and en¬ 
larged school. Among the features of 
the evening were two addresses deliv¬ 
ered by Walter R. Amesbury, chair¬ 
man of the Newton School Committee 
and Julius E. Warren, Superintendent 
of Schools. 

Mr. Amesbury snid that junior high 
schools mark a milestone in educa¬ 
tion nnd they provide guidance for 
children in the exploratory period of 
their lives to assist them in deter¬ 
mining objectives. He stated that 
the first Junior high school was start-1 
ed in Newton in 1922 and the Bigelow 
School is the last of the four planned 1 
in that jear. He said tha£ Junior ]i&h 1 
schools meet the need of a rapidly 
changing civilization. He informed 
his listeners that even though an ad¬ 
dition has Just been completed at the 

Af Nnnantlim F ‘ A - Day J un,or high school it may 
llUIiaiHUlll be necessary to transfer some of the 
pupils of that school to the Bigelow 
to relieve overcrowding. He nlso 
said that the Weeks junior high 
school is filled and the Warren junior 
high school so overcrowded that an 
addition many have to he built there. 

Mr. Amesbury said that children 
are staying in school longer than in 
the past generation. Since 1890 the 
population of this country has in¬ 
creased 80% and the attendance at 
secondary schools 2500%. There is 
no depression in school attendance. In 
Newton 80% of the children of sec¬ 
ondary school age are attending school 
while the average for the whole coun¬ 
try is 53%. He commented that criti¬ 
cisms of Newton schools are caused 
largely by lack of information con¬ 
cerning them. Newton schools cost 
$1,400,000 last year to operate and 
took 40 cents out of every dollar of 
the tax rate. There are 32 public 
schools in Newton, 492 teachers and 
87 supervisory, clerical and janitor 
employees; a total of 579. 

Mr. Amesbury said that Newton 
schools have attracted wide attention. 
A guidance program has been insti¬ 
tuted in them to assist the teachers 
to fit square pegs in round holes. 
Schools have followed industry in fit¬ 
ting children for what they are best 
able to do. Newton has excellent 
schools, loyal and efficient teachers. 

Supt. of Schools Warren said that 
the old Bigelow School has been 
evolved into a modern junior high 
plant for pupils during the period 
when they cease to he children and 
become individuals. He said he is a 
newcomer in this city but he has 
long admired Newton’s schools and 
the improved Bigelow School build¬ 
ing is a symbol of the faith of the 
people of Newton in the efficacy of 
education. He said that although 
Newton does not pay the highest sal¬ 
aries to its teachers he has never 
dwelt in a community where school 
teachers show such devotion to their 
work. Such teaching is a dynamic 
force. Mr. Warren referred to the 
closing of public schools for 10 days 
in a city in this State because of a 
political brawl and wondered at the 
future of education when such a thing 
as this occurs. He said that in many 
places the school year is being short¬ 
ened and the curricula curtailed. 

Mr. Warren outlined the progress 
of public schools in this country and 
asked—“Have we gone too far?” If 
education expenses are curtailed what 
shall be eliminated? Tills must be 
answered rather than the question— 
‘What of the program ahead?” Ed¬ 
ucators and the public must faco the 
reality squarely and check what the 
outcome will he. He said the pro¬ 
gram ahead in education isn’t smooth. 

It is tied up with industry and busi¬ 
ness and depends on our nonesty and 
intelligence. Since 1870 the functions 
of homes and churches have come to 
the schools. 

Mr. Warren said that education of 
children is going on not only in 
schools but on the street, at mov¬ 
ies and playgrounds. He said that 
according to educational experts a 
child’s mother ranks first in its edu¬ 
cation and the school teacher second: 
the father ranks 13th or 14th in edu¬ 
cation of the child. We can't stand¬ 
ardize homes so the school problem 
shall continue to be the most impor¬ 
tant single governmental agency. 
Newton schools must continue to he 
among the highest and best and wo 
must join shoulder to shoulder in the 
program of revolutionary reorganiza¬ 
tion.

The Nonantum Republican Club, as 
an organization covering the entire 
Nonantum section of the city, is com¬ 
posed of a cosmopolitan group of men 
and women who are interested in the 
promotion of honest politics and 
measures beneficial to the community 
at large, and who further believe that 
in the administration of government, 
honesty, ability, and efficiency should 
he the sole test for employment or 
promotion.

Piano tuning is a profession, not a 
trade, and cannot bo mastered by 
everyone who uttempts to do so. It 
tukos not only a good our but a lib- 
eral education und a thorough train¬ 
ing in ull its branches; and, besides 
a fairly critical knowledge of music 
and tonal values. It requires not 
only extreme efficiency but a mun of 
putience and enthusiasm for his work; 
also unquestioned honesty both in 
ills work and word. Any puttering or 
guessing is a wuste of money und 
sometimes hurm is done.

Those Who Have Not Given 
Urged to Contribute 


At a meeting of the Budget Com¬ 
mittee of the Newton Community 
Chest. Inc., held on Tuesday eve¬ 
ning December 18, Leon B. Rogers, 
president, reported that the campaign 
committee had received cash and 
pledges at that date $157,384.37. This 
amount represents 81% of the goal 
set for the campaign. 

In accepting this report the Budget 
Committee which consists of Wil¬ 
liam B. Baker, Chairman, Walter R 
Amesbury. Howard M. Biscoe, Albert 
M. Lyon, Leverett Saltonstall. ex¬ 
pressed its high commendation for 
the splendid result attained and for 
the unceasing labors of Donald D. 
McKay, vice president and Campaign 
Director, and his corps of loyal as¬ 
sistants, Village Chairmen, majors, 
captains and workers. 

The Budget Committee emphasized 
three points: First, that while the 
amount raised will permit the 14 agen¬ 
cies to operate during 1935, this sum 
will not permit them to overcome 
many handicaps under which they 
have been operating the past year or 
to take care of many new problems 
which they feel certain they will 
face during the coming months. Sec¬ 
ond, in view of this situation, it is 
hoped that those whom the workers 
may have been unsuccessful in reach¬ 
ing or those who feel disposed to in¬ 
crease their gifts should not with¬ 
hold their support simply because the 
allotted period of the campaign is 
past, but should communicate with 
the officers, budget committee, or di¬ 
rect to the Community Chest head¬ 
quarters, 93 Union Street, Bray Hall, 
Newton Centre, telephone Centre 
Newton 4154.

Recount on School 
Committee Vote 

The recount of the ballots cast for 
School Committee members from 
Wards 3 and 5 in the election on Dec. 
11 v. as concluded Sunday night at 
Newton City Hall. The recount was 
held at the requests of Bernard D. 
Farrell, Jr., and Francis W. McOwen, 
defeated candidates. According to the 
original returns Mr. Farrell, candidate 
from Ward 3, was defeated by George 
H. Fernald, Jr., by 247 votes. Mr. 
McOwen. candidate from Ward 5. was 
defeated by Mrs. Margaret H. Woods 
by 406 votes. As a result of the re¬ 
count Farrell lost 5 votes and Fer- 
uald’s total remained the same. Mc¬ 
Owen gained 6 votes and Mrs. Woods 
lost 9. A technical protest had been 
mude because the ballots cast in Pre¬ 
cinct 3 of Ward 5, at Waban, did not 
show cancellation imprints becuuse of 
the failure of the mechanism in the 
ballot box to work properly. Atten¬ 
tion was called to this matter on elec¬ 
tion night by tlie precinct clerk at 
Waban. At the recount on Sunday at 
City Hall. James Waters, chairman 
of the Board of Registrars, stated that 
by using a magnifying glass he could 
discern fuint cancellation imprints.

Aldermen Renew 
Permit For Oak 
Hill Gravel Pit 


Owner Compelled To 
Bond of $3000 


Post 


The Highland Sand & Gravel Co., 
through its owner, George S. Wilbur 
of West Roxbury, was given a renewal 
of the permit to operate Its plant ofT 
Wiswall lane, Oak Hill, by the Board 
of Aldermen on Monday night. Resi¬ 
dents of the Oak Hill district have 
objected to the operation of this pit 
and the heavy trucking to and from it 
for several years. Mr. Wilbur has been 
getting only short term renewals, and 
the Aldermen held up the latest re¬ 
newal for the past couple of months. 
Alderman Grebenstein, chairman of 
the Claims and Rules Committee, re¬ 
ported Monday night that the renewal 
for the operation of the machinery’ 
at the pit and the permit for the tem¬ 
porary buildings there will extend to 
Oct. 1, 1935. He explained that several 
conditions are attached. Wilbur agreed 
to limit the work at the pit from 
7 a. m. to 7 p. m.; that he will level off 
hummocks to the grade of surround¬ 
ing land, and that he will properly 
grade the area. As a guarantee that 
these conditions will he performed, 
he posted a bond of $3000. 

Alderman Holden said his attitude 
against any gravel permits in Newton 
is well known. He said there is an 
added reason why no further permits 
should he granted to Wilbur. This is 
that Wilbur, having excavated the 
large area he owned, subsequently 
went onto land owned by Estes anil 
by Wiswall, and has been excavating 
on these properties. Alderman Gal¬ 
lagher replied by arguing that Wil¬ 
bur’s buildings and machinery are on 
his own land, and he is merely taking 
the material ofT the Estes and the 
Wiswall lands. 

Alderman Cronin said that the ob¬ 
jections did not revolve around the 
grading of the gravel pits, hut were 
directed against the noise of heavy 
trucks and the noise of the machin¬ 
ery. He said these noises should he 
kept down to a minimum. Alderman 
Temperley said he had voted against 
permits at this pit in the past, hut 
would vote in favor this year to avoid 
leaving the area in a mess, and be¬ 
cause the City Solicitor has protected 
the city’s interest by demanding the 
13000 bond. The Aldermen then voted 
to grant the permit. The only votes 
in the negative were those of Aider- 
men Goddard andiVTV'lden.

School Committee 
Adopts Budget 
For Next Year 


The Newton School Committee at its 
meeting on Monday night devoted 
several hours to a consideration of the 
budget for 1935. As a result of the de¬ 
liberations tlie school department 
budget for the coming year will total 
$1,473,785; an increase of $142,125 
over this year’s budget. Of this in¬ 
crease $97,000 is caused by the res¬ 
toration to the school teachers and 
the other employees ot the 7 L_,% pay 
cut levied on them on January 1. 1933. 
There are 492 teachers and S7 super¬ 
visory. clerical and janitor employ¬ 
ees. Another $16,000 of the increase 
will he the result of the yearly step- 
rate jumps in teachers’ sularies. The 
balance of the larger budget is caused 
by higher prices for fuel and other 
supplies and the addition of 315 pu¬ 
pils in the Newton public schools. 

At 5 o’clock Monday afternoon a 
meeting of all (lie school department 
employees was held in the high school 
auditorium. It was addressed by Wal¬ 
ter it. Amesbury. chairman of the 
School Committee, who gave the wel¬ 
come information to those assembled 
that they would have the 7Vj% cut 
restored, in common with tin* other 
ity employees.

Gordon Will Be 
President of 
Newton Aldermen 

Floyd Withdraws As Candi¬ 
date; Nominates Opponent 

John H. Gordon of 331 Aubumdale 
ave., Aubumdale. was unanimously 
chosen at a caucus of the members 
of the 1935 Newton Board of Aider- 
men on Monday night as President of 
the Board for the coming year. The 
caucus was held prior to the regular 
meeting of the Aldermen at City Hall. 
Gordon was nominated by Alderman 
Charles B. Floyd, also of Aubumdale. 
Floyd was nominated for Vice Presi¬ 
dent of the Board. His nomination 
was also unanimous. Prior to last 
Monday. Floyd and Gordon had both 
been candidates for the position and 
the former was supposed to have a 
majority of the votes promised. The 
supporters of Gordon contended that 
lie was entitled to the honor because 
of his seniority in service, and the 
fact that he has been chairman of the 
Finance Committee for the past two 
years. It has been customary to ad¬ 
vance the chairman of this, the most 
important committee of the Aider- 
men. Gordon is now serving bis 11th 
year as a member ot the Board of Al¬ 
dermen. A compromise is believed 
to have been reached between the two 
candidates as Floyd withdrew his can¬ 
didacy. Gordon will not be a candi¬ 
date for reelection to the Board of 
Aldermen when his term expires next 
year. 

Alderman Gordon was for over 30 
years in the employ of the New Eng¬ 
land Telephone Company, retiring 
from active service last year. Aider- 
man Floyd has been a member of the 
Board since 1929. He is manager of 
the Boston branch of a large leather 
company. 


Aldermen Vote 
Not to Change 
Ward Lines 


Mayor Weeks Will Opposition To 
Restore Pay Cut Extension of 
To City Employees Hammond Pkwy. 


Mayor Sinclair Weeks of Newton 
announced on Monday that he will rec¬ 
ommend restoration ot the 74 per 
cent reduction in all municipal sal¬ 
aries and wages on January first. This 
action was taken after conferences 
w’ith the members of the Board of Al¬ 
dermen and the School Committee. 
The increased cost of living and the 
fact that national, state, and city sal¬ 
aries elsewhere are being restored to 
1932 levels caused Mayor Weeks to 
decide to bring Newton salaries back 
to the standards of two years ago. 

In a statement giving his reasons for 
restoring the wage cut. Mayor Weeks 
declared that the City of Newton could 
not “fairly ask our employees to per¬ 
form similar services for less pay than 
in general is being offered elsewhere.” 
He pointed out moreover, that the 
Newton reduction in 1932 was modest 
In comparison to the general average; 
that It was kept to the smaller per¬ 
centage of 7 1 2 purposely so that res¬ 
toration might more comfortably be 
made at the proper time. His state¬ 
ment in full follows: 

"The matter having been carefully 
considered by all elements ot the City 
Government concerned—namely, the 
Board of Aldermen, the School Com¬ 
mittee. and me—the School Commit¬ 
tee last evening voted to restore the 

74 per cent reduction in school sal¬ 

aries which has been in operation for 
the past two years, and I shall make 
a similar recommendation to the 
Board of Aldermen on January 1st as 
relating to all other municipal salaries 
and wages. 

"When the reduction was put into 
effect on January 1. 1933. the lowered 
cost of living made it seem reason-

At the meeting of the Board of 
Aldermen on Monday night. Alderman 
Benjamin J. Bowen, chairman of the 
special committee which has been 
considering the matter of changing 
the Ward lines in Newton, reported 
that the committee recommends "that 
no action is necessary at the present 
time." Mr. Bowen said his committee 
had worked long and earnestly on this 
problem, it had considered, first, the 
necessity of realigning the Ward lines 
at this time; second, devising new 
Ward lines that would provide equit¬ 
able voting populations. He said the 
various members of the Aldermen 
were kept in touch with the matter 
by attending meetings of the Com¬ 
mittee as a whole. He said that the 
action of the committee in making 
the recommendation had been caused 
by tlie attitude of the citizens of the 
itv us a whole, since the plans were 
made public and the hearing held. 
This reaction shows that the major¬ 
ity of the citizens do not want the 
Ward lines changed 

Mr. Bowen said that the present 
Ward lines do not allow proportion¬ 
ate representation in voting, but citi¬ 
zens say. “We are content: we have 
onfidence in the men who represent 
us in the city government even though 
they reside in other parts of New¬ 
ton." He commented that this happy 
condition can lust only while cupahie 
men are selected for the City Govern¬ 
ment. and if the people of Newton 
display us little interest in public af¬ 
fairs as they did at the recent elec¬ 
tion on December 11th the good gov¬ 
ernment which has been characteristic 
of Newton in the past, cannot con¬ 
tinue. He thanked tlie Board of As¬ 
sessors, the City Engineer’s Depart¬ 
ment and the City Clerk’s Depart¬ 
ment for their co-operation in the 
preparation of the committee's re- i 
ports. 


New Alderman 
Can Hold Job as 
School Janitor 


Over One Hundred Favor 
Postponement of Project 


Alfred R. Guzzi of Mague place. 
West Newton, elected on December 11 
as Ward Alderman from Ward 3 will 
not have to give up his job as a jani¬ 
tor at the Warren School, according to 
a ruling made by City Solicitor Bart¬ 
lett. Guzzi had stated during the 
campaign that he would be a candi¬ 
date for Aide-man even though it 
might mean he would have to give up 
his job if elected. The Massachu¬ 
setts Civil Service Commission rules 
that a city employee, even though un¬ 
der civil service, can hold an elective 
position if no salary is attached to it. 


Nearly 150 residents of Newton Cen¬ 
tre came to City Hall on Monday 
night to attend a public hearing on 
the matter of the selection of a route 
for the extension of Hammond Pond 
Parkway from Beacon st. to Common- 
w’ealth ave. President Collins of the 
Board of Aldermen, in opening the 
hearing, said that at the request of 
a spokesman for a large number of 
those present, he would divide the 
hearing into three parts. First, to 
hear from those who believe that the 
city should take no action on accept¬ 
ing the balance of $105,000 available 
from the State, and have the parkway 
end where it is now. at Beacon st. 
Second, to hear from those who favor 
the Hohart rd. route for the extension 
of the parkway. Third, to hear from 
those who favor the Willow st. route. 

George W. Pratt of Chestnut ter.. 
Newton Centre, a former Alderman, 
was the first citizen to speak. He 
said he is irreconcilable in his oppo¬ 
sition to any parkway or boulevard 
transversing the residential section 
between Beacon st. and Common¬ 
wealth ave. He said that most of the 
home owners in this area had bought 
their residences to be between the 
two main thoroughfares of Beacon st. 
and the avenue and do not want to be 
confronted with the invasion of a 
heavy traffic route. He said there Is 
not much traffic coming onto Beacon 
st. from the parkway and public con¬ 
venience does not require any exten¬ 
sion of the parkway. He commented 
that it is inviting for the city to have 
an opportunity to pluck $105,000 off a 
Christmas tree, but our city govern¬ 
ment would display moral courage by 
turning down a chance to spend this 
amount unnecessarily. 

Alderman Collins explained at this 
time that the plans do not call for any 
taking of land on the West side of Cen¬ 
tre st. if the Willow st route were se¬ 
lected, but a strip 15 or 20 feet wide 
would be taken on the East side of 
Centre st. between Willow st. and the 
avenue. 

Charles W. Bond of Gibbs st. en¬ 
dorsed the remarks made by Mr. Pratt. 
He said that at present we don’t know 
where the traffic goes to that emerges 
onto Beacon st. frojn the parkway. A 
check should be made to ascertain 
where it does travel to: whether it 
goes northerly or westerly. We have 
until next June to accept the grant ot 
$105,000. and the Legislature will

Newton Dentist 
Talks to Rotarians 
On Orthodentia 


Dr. Philip Enholm gave an in¬ 
structive and Interesting talk to his 
fellow Rotarians, at Monday’s Rotary 
meeting, on his own work as an ortho¬ 
dontist. “Although dental literature 
telling about appliances used in the 
correction of irregular teeth goes 
back to 1728,” said the speaker, ‘it 
was not until the early part of this 
century that orthodontia became an 
exact science. In 1907 the late Dr. 
Edward H. Angle, of California, pub¬ 
lished a book called ‘Mal-occlusion 
of Teeth,’ which has become the bible 
for modern orthodontia.” 

By means of various models of 
boys’ teeth and with the help of X-ray 
pictures, Dr. Enholm explained the 
various processes used so that the 
teeth of children can be made to 
function as nature intended them to. 
No effective work, however, can be 
done unless both children and parents 
give the fullest co-operation. Con¬ 
stant muscular exercise is often nec¬ 
essary. The modern orthodontist 
tries not only to correct the dental 
arch so that it will function normally, 
but he also considers the growth and 
development of the surrounding tis¬ 
sues of the head and nee]/;. 

No one should take up orthodontia 
as a life work, according to Dr. En¬ 
holm, unless he understands and 
loves children. The practitioner must 
win the child’s confidence and re¬ 
spect at the outset. There is noth¬ 
ing terrifying or painful in the treat¬ 
ment, and most children enjoy their 
frequent visits to the office, becoming 
greatly Interested in the different ap¬ 
pliances used. Incidentally the doc¬ 
tor amusingly remarked that the only 
painful thing in the process was the 
effect on father’s pocket book. 

It Is well that children should un¬ 
dergo treatment before the age of 
fourteen and live is sometimes not 
too early to start. 

In conclusion, Dr. Enholm said: “It 
is the opinion of many orthodontists 
that the proper muscular exercises 
given after points of Interferences 
have been removed do as much if 
not more for the child than tho ap- 
pliunce. Tliis particular phase of or¬ 
thodontia tr< itraeut was first brought 
to the attention of tlfo profession by 
Dr. A. P. Rogers, of Boston. His 
untiring study und work In this type 
of treatment called musculur train¬ 
ing, or living orthodontia appliances, 
is one of the greatest accomplish¬ 
ments In orthodontic treatment in tho 
past twenty yours.” 

At the conclusion of his address, 
the speaker answered a number of 
questions.

able at that time to provide that mu¬ 
nicipal salaries and wages be reduced 
proportionately. Of recent months, 
however, the cost of living has in¬ 
creased substantially, and threatens to 
still further increase before another 
year rolls around.

reasonable for Newton to take similar 
action at this time. While our reduc¬ 
tion was modest in comparison to the

Missionary To 
Take Moving 
Pictures in Orient 


When Dr. Wynn C. Fairfield of 359 
Cabot Street, Newtonville, starts for 
China and Japun, Saturday, Dec. 22, 
for a seven months’ trip, he will carry 
with him a moving picture camera. 
A fund of $60 toward the expense of 
film has been presented to him by the 
Men’s Class of Central Church, New¬ 
tonville, and by the Central Club. 
Dr. Fairfield is the leader of the Men’s 
Class. Dr. Fairfield will take pictures 
of things in which these men are par¬ 
ticularly interested, as well as film for 
the American Board of Commission¬ 
ers for Foreign Missions, of which 
he is a secretary and which he repre¬ 
sents in this journey. 

While in Japan and China Dr. Fair- 
field will be in close contact with sec¬ 
retaries of other hoards of foreign 
missions, including Dr. Frank T. 
Cartwright of the Methodist Board 
and Dr. George T. Scott of the Pres¬ 
byterian Board, looking toward closer 
co-operation between the work of these 
three denominations In China, partic¬ 
ularly in the field of rural work and 
Christian higher education. 

As chairman of the Rural Missions 
Co-operating Committee, in which 15 
of the leading foreign mission boards 
of North America join, Dr. Fairfield 
has been asked to confer in Tokyo, 
Japan, with the Rural Work Commis¬ 
sion of the National Christian Council 
of Japan. These two bodies are plan¬ 
ning together for a combination of 
resources for rural Christian work in 
Japan, which will make possible in 
at least one center a comprehensive 
approach to rural life and a training 
center for Christian rural workers. 
He will also attend the annual meet¬ 
ing of the Japan Mission of the Amer¬ 
ican Board and possibly a special meet¬ 
ing of the National Christian Council 
of Japan. 

While in China Dr. Fairfield will 
visit the four union universities and 
the Union Hospital, in which the 
American Board has a share and of 
which he is a trustee of four. He 
will attend the 75th anniversary of 
the beginning of American Board work 
in North China in 1860 and the bi¬ 
ennial meeting of the National Chris¬ 
tian Council. He will also visit his 
old field of Taiku in Shansi Province, 
where he served for 18 years and the 
new National Christian Rural Center 
in Lichwan, Kiangsi, where gifts of 
leading Chinese Christians are sup¬ 
porting a piece of rural reconstruction 
carried on by recent college graduates 
under the direction of leaders from 
the Mass Education Movement. He 
expects to return to Newtonville about 
the middle of July.

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A NEW HIGH SCHOOL 

One of the major questions which will be confronting the 
School Committee within a very few years is the question of 
providing additional facilities for high school pupils. The 
third of the group of buildings in Newtonville which was 
opened in 1927 was estimated to take care of the situation 
for approximately ten years. After seven years the situation 
shows signs of becoming acute. If the high school age limit 
is raised to sixteen years instead of the present limit of four¬ 
teen, as has been proposed, there will be an additional in¬ 
crease in the number of pupils attending our high schools. Land 
and buildings are costly and the taxpayers are already carry¬ 
ing a burden that needs lightening. Along with the question 
of providing additional high school facilities will come anew 
whether or not a high school plant should be constructed on 
the south side of the city. Admitting that such a plan may 
have advantages we would point out that the two high school 
plan has many disadvantages. It duplicates much administra¬ 
tion expense, it often raises class prejudice, and it tends to 
break down co-operation for the common good. Here is a 
question over which the School Committee will spend many 
hours.

Analysis of City Election 


NO CHANGES IN WARD LINES 

The Board of Aldermen have acted wisely in refraining 
from making any changes in the ward lines at the present 
time. During the present year the city had the opportunity 
under the laws of the Commonwealth to make changes in the 
wards without the necessity of seeking special legislation. The 
city, however, could only alter existing lines. The problem, 
as we see it, goes beyond this and to accomplish a desirable 
solution new wards must be created. Special legislation would 
be necessary at any time for such changes. No one will deny 
that Newton has grown tremendously since the present ward 
lines were adopted. No one will deny that in the ordinary 
course of events growth in population in any municipality is 
in the end accompanied by a larger number of political sub¬ 
divisions. Can anyone deny that we are going to face the 
question of creating more wards in Newton? The matter is 
one of considerable importance. It should not be dropped 
entirely. Continuous study of the problem should be made, 
in order that the most equitable solution may be reached. 


THE HAMMOND PARKWAY 

There is considerable to be gained and little to lose in 
postponing the continuation of the Hammond Pond Parkway 
from its present terminus at Beacon street to Commonwealth 
avenue. The new roadway was not opened to traffic until late 
in the summer and the new turnpike near the Newton-Brookline 
line is not entirely completed yet. Undoubtedly the new Park¬ 
way will be used more and more as motorists become ac¬ 
quainted with it. The spring and summer months should pro¬ 
vide plenty of opportunity to determine how heavily traveled 
the road will be, what the destination of the traffic is, and 
how much of it could normally be expected to use a connecting 
link with Commonwealth avenue. After a more definite answer 
to these questions is available we will be better able to judge 
the merits of the proposed routes. Meanwhile it does not seem 
unreasonable to ask the Legislature to extend the time limit 
in which the unexpended balance of the appropriation of funds 
may be used.

Alderman Cronin inquired why some 
of the claims for damages to automo¬ 
biles were turned down and the Eus- 
den and Kennu claims allowed? Al¬ 
derman Grebenstein, speaking for the 
committee, explained that a hole In 
Centre st.. opposite number 666. made 
the city liable for a broken spring on 
Rev. Eusdcn's car; and a depression 
on Commonwealth ave., near Washing¬ 
ton st.. caused damage to the Kenna 
car. He said that in the case of the 
Kate Proctor claim, there was no hole 
in the street and the amount of the 
dumage was not stated. 

Alderman Temperley asked why the 
claim of the Minute Man Publishing 
Company had been rejected? Aider- 
man Grebenstein replied that the wu¬ 
ter meter which broke and caused 
the damage hud been regularly in¬ 
spected und thus the city Is not lia¬ 
ble. Alderman Temperley suid this 
did not prove that the city Is not 
liable. He asked that this matter be 
referred back to the Claims & Rules 
Committee for further consideration. 
Grebenstein objected und Temper- 
ley’s motion wuu lost. Alderman 
Cronin asked for more information 
on this matter. Aldermun Greben¬ 
stein said that the City Solicitor had 
stated thut someone else might he to 
hlume for the defective meter. Pres¬ 
ident Collins said it might not be ex¬ 
pedient to discuss this matter in the 
open meeting. Alderman Cronin then 
withdrew his question. Apparently 
there is something mysterious ubout 
the defective wuter meter.

Prior to the election on Dec. 11 it 
seemed to me that thero were four 
contests out of thirteen which would 
hear watching very closely; the Mc¬ 
Cabe-Lee battle in Ward 1, Lyon vs. 
Dooley In Ward 2, Quzzi vs. Smith in 
Ward 3 and Colby vs. Greer, Drake 
and Manning In Ward 7. As I saw 
it. these contests revolved about two 
major Issues,—the potency and the 
propriety of City Committee endorse¬ 
ments and the more general Issue of 
the old order of things agninst the 
new. Various interpretations may be 
placed upon Major McCabe’s victory 
by a margin of 518 votes out of 6,896 
cast. Those who were in the heat of 
the bottle and who were irritated by 
the rail roaded endorsement of Lee 
by the Republican City Committee 
will, of course, tell you that Lee's 
defeat was a shattering blow to the 
prestige of the committee. There is 
much to be said for that point of view. 
Others will tell you that Mayor 
Weeks’ personal desire for McCabe’s 
election, announced in this column 
and elsewhere in the GRAPHIC, car¬ 
ried great weight and overbalanced 
the value of the City Committee’s en¬ 
dorsement of Lee. There Is much to 
that contention also. Still others will 
he critical of the Word 1 Committee 
and blame them for the original mix- 
up. It is even rumored that this com¬ 
mittee is not truly representative of 
the thoughts and desires of the 
majority of the residents of Ward 
1. Maybe so, hut it looks as 
though they had the right idea when 
they originally endorsed McCabe by a 
6-4 vote, prior to the G. O. P. Com¬ 
mittee’s unexpected recommendation 
of Lee. Incidentally, McCabe carried 
Ward 1 by a vote of 770 to 276. Even 
Ward 7, where Lee had his heaviest 
hacking, treated the Major well, giv¬ 
ing him 388 votes to 459 for his oppo¬ 
nent. 

All these considerations leave out 
the merits of the two candidates and 
the mood of the voters throughout 
the city. It is my studied opinion 
that Major McCabe’s greater maturity 
and experience plus the determination 
of the voters to strengthen the Board 
at a critical juncture really decided 
the issue. Lee, however, is a very 
attractive and capable man, who will 
he heard from ugain. It will be a 
pleasure to support him under ordi¬ 
nary circumstances. 

The other three contests listed 
above revolved about the issue of the 
old order against the new. Tw’enty 
years ago,—even ten, perhaps, men of 
the Lyon and Colby type and experi¬ 
ence would have been hand - picked, 
nominated and elected without a mur¬ 
mur. Today such men are forced to 
battle all-comers, regardless of merit 
or capacity. It must he discouraging, 
to put it mildly, and it is greatly to 
their credit today that men of their 
standing in the community are will¬ 
ing to commit political hari-kari. Now, 
if Lyon or Colby had been defeated, 

I would have considered it profound¬ 
ly significant as well as unfortunate. 
However, they won handsomely, Lyon 
by a vote of 4.087 to 2,980 and Colby 
by 3,155 to 1,637 for Manning. 1,528 
for Greer and 656 for Drake. The 


Ward 2 contest provided the most 
clean-cut measuring-rod. for this was 
n two-man proposition. The result 
was never in doubt although Dooley 
waged an aggressive campaign. In 
Ward 7 Colby had an easier time than 
many had anticipated. In the first 
place, the opposition was split throe 
ways. Greer did not run as well as 
expected, especially after releasing his 
list of endorsers—a supposed ten— 
strike. Manning developed unexpect¬ 
ed strength from some quarter,—no 
one seems to know just where—and 
Paul Harris Drake was more or less 
lost In the shuffle. On election nfter- 
noon, it was reported that Drake was 
running strongly, but it must have 
been in the direction of his own goal¬ 
posts. 

The real high-spot of the election, 
however, was the relatively easy vic¬ 
tory of Alfred R. Guzzi In the con¬ 
test for Ward Alderman in Ward 3, 
the home of Mayor Weeks. Charles 
E. Hatfield and other distinguished 
citizens. Guzzi stated at the remark¬ 
able Columbus Hall rally on Dec. 10 
that he would “K. O.” Smith (O. K.). 
Whether this wise-crack made votes 
for Alfred is immaterial. The point 
is that he called his shot. However, 
the issue was not sharply joined in 
this contest,—Smith admittedly be¬ 
ing a rather weak candidate, who 
had not been hand-picked by any 
group for the purpose of stalling the 
Guzzi machine. As matters turned 
out, it would have taken a pretty 
strong candidate to stop Guzzi this 
year. His constant and Intensive 
campaigning bore fruit. Smith, of 
course, had some backing from indi¬ 
vidual members of the Republican 
Ward 3 Committee, but it was not 
unanimous or unduly enthusiastic. In¬ 
cidentally, while it Is tme that Guzzi 
did not receive a clear majority of 
the first choice votes,—848 votes as 
againdt 1,007 for his two opponents 
—he polled 215 more votes than 
Smith. Adding first, second und third 
choice votes, we find that the new 
Alderman had 952 votes,—Smith 714 
and McEnaney 532. It is obvious that 
umbltlon, energy and persistence will 
always be recognized, although in this 
instance Guzzi has had to be very 
patient, I congratulate the young¬ 
est member ever elected to the Board 
and wish him all success. 

Finally, a few’ words regarding the 
School Committee results. Frankly, 

I am of the opinion that the only 
live issue raised by those who endeav¬ 
ored to unseat the present incumbents 
was irrelevant. To be sure, the issue 
was camouflaged by some public ut¬ 
terances regarding the employment 
of married women and non-residents, 
but the line-up w’as not along these 
lines. One of the defeated candi¬ 
dates let the cat out of the bag 
when he said to me: “There have 
always been 7 Republicans on the 
School Committee,—why cannot we 
have at least one Democrat? And 
now’ I pose a question for you all. 
Do you wish to have our Newton 
schools conducted along educational, 
political or other lines? My prefer¬ 
ence is for the educational set-up. 
What is yours?

League of 

Women Voters 


The Newton League of Women Vo¬ 
ters, a branch of the Boston League, 
held the last of its series of studies 
on the Legal Status of Women at the 
houso of Mr. Waldron H. Rand, Jr., 
139 Gibbs st., Newton Centre, on Mon¬ 
day, Dec. 17th. The director of the 
study was Miss Katherine Rand, LL.B. 
The meeting was devoted to a discus¬ 
sion of various points not touched in 
preceding meetings and to the an¬ 
swering of questions suggested by 
those earlier meetings. 

Constitutional privileges are the 
same for both women and men, such 
as the right to a jury trial, the right 
to be confronted with information as 
the nature of an accusation, protection 
against unreasonable search or seiz¬ 
ure of property or of person, assur¬ 
ance of personal and religious liberty. 
But there are certain provisions in¬ 
tended for the protection of women, 
especially of women prisoners. The 
appointment of policewomen who take 
especial cognizance of the conduct of 
women is one such provision. 

The right of women to vote was 
conferred by constitutional amend¬ 
ment in 1920. It is amusing to see the 
gradual local steps by which this goal 
was approached. The right to vote in 
religious society, to drive a coal 
cart, to serve as a fence viewer, to 
vote for members of a school commit¬ 
tee were all preliminaries. The first 
complete suffrage right was conferred 
in Wyoming in 1869 as tho organiza¬ 
tion of the Territorial legislature was 
proceeding. It came about in a droll 
fashion. Women had a scarcity value 
in those days among the little group 
of less than ten thousand persons who 
had applied for admission as a Terri¬ 
tory. They had heard that Susan B. 
Anthony speaking on behalf of woman 


suffrage in Baltimore, had been met 
by a shower of cabbages. Their chiv¬ 
alry was aroused and a provision for 
full suffrage for women was Inserted 
In the territorial constitution and con¬ 
tinued In that of the State, which was 
adoped in 1889. 

Among the rights which are coli- 
ferred by state action and which 
therefore may have been granted In 
some states and not In others are 
those of jury service and of appoint¬ 
ment as notaries public. The latter 
has only recently been conceded in 
Massachusetts and the former is still 
to be secured. As there are compara¬ 
tively few states in which women may 
not sit upon juries and as their right 
to do so in this one is constantly be¬ 
ing pressed, a considerable amount of 
time was given to the presentation of 
arguments on each side. 

In Anglo Saxon times a jury of 
one’s "peers” was gathered from the 
men in the Immediate neighborhood of 
the accused who were supposed to 
know him and to know whether he 
was likely to be guilty. Juries have 
now so degenerated that they ex¬ 
clude large groups of Intelligent men 
—ministers, doctors, teachers, law¬ 
yers and business men, when un¬ 
usual business interests would suffer 
from their serving. Wives of such 
men would often be able to serve and 
would raise the level of the jury. 
They would often be much more near¬ 
ly “peers" than some of those who 
now serve. 

The League of Women Voters sup¬ 
ports “Measures to raise the standard 
of the jury, including the liability of 
women voters for jury service at tho 
discretion of the State League 
Board.”

Yesterday 

Was at Mary Immaculate Par¬ 
ish As Curate and Pastor 
Twenty-Seven Years 

Rev. Dennis H. Donovnn. pastor of 
Mary Immaculate of Lourdes Church. 
Newton Upper Falls, died at St. Eliz¬ 
abeth’s Hospital at 12:30 a. m. yester¬ 
day. He had been ill for the past two 
months. Father Donovnn was horn in 
Lawrence on Oct. 10, 1873. He was a 
graduate of Phillips Andover Acad¬ 
emy and Villanova College at Phil¬ 
adelphia. He attended St. John’s Sem- 
innry in Brighton nnd was ordained 
in 1904 by Archbishop Williams. He 
served as a curate at St. Patrick’s 
Church, South Lawrence, and St. Pat¬ 
rick’s Church, West Lynn, before 
coming to Newton Upper Falls in 
1907.

His body will lie in state at the 
church from 4 o’clock this afternoon 
until 9 tonight.

Rindge Tech was tum¬ 
bled into the cellar along with Stone- 
nam while Belmont, 3 to 2 winners 
ver the latter, crawled out of the 
ellar to tie Medford for fifth place. 
The Newton-Melrose game started 
f at high speed. Swooping down 
om tho face-off Into a scrimmage In 
ont of the Melrose net play was 
opped for another facb-off there 
utterworth, Newton centre, slappec 
ie puck back to his left wing, Bill 
age. Page let go a shot withoui 
oving In and the disc found the cor- 
jr of the Melrose net to flash the 
d light 33 seconds after play be¬ 
an. 

Newton’s lead was only for a few 
inutes, however, as the blonde line 
•gan to click with a smooth passing 
ame after a few minutes more of 
day. There were six penalties in the 
•pening session, four against Newton, 
vhich handicapped the Newton de¬ 
fense. Melrose made the most of its 
opportunity and at 5.22 Foster streak¬

sentiment of the thousands of club¬ 
women of the entire country. 

The Annual Mid-Winter Meeting of 
the Board of Directors of the Gen¬ 
eral Federation of Women’s Clubs, to 
he held in Washington, D. C„ January 

th to 19th, will bring together club¬ 
women from every State In the Union. 
All sessions of the Board will be pre- 
ided over by the president, Mrs. Grace 
Morrison Poole. Government repre¬ 
sentatives and other experts will dis¬ 
cuss before them old age pensions, 
unemployment insurance, und similar 
topics conspicuous on the majority of 
club study programs. 

Of social interest. Mrs. Franklin D. 
Roosevelt will receive members of 
the Board at a Tea at the White 
House, on Tuesday afternoon. January 
15th, at 5 o’clock. 

The reception given every year by 
the Board on Tuesday night, the eve 
of the formal opening of the sessions, 
is an outstanding social event in 
Washington, to which the Board mem¬ 
bers Invite their Congressmen and 
their wives. Another social affair 
definitely decided upon will be the 
Tea which Mrs. Eugene Meyer, vice- 
president of the Washington Post, will 
tender the Board on one of the after¬ 
noons during the meeting. 

The invitation of the Bureau of 
Standards of the Department of Com¬ 
merce to hold one session of the 
Board at the Bureau has boon ac¬ 
cepted.

Public Welfare. Miss Julia K. Jaf- 
fray, of New York City, chairman, are 
the heads of national service organi¬ 
zations who form an advisory commit¬ 
tee on Adult Handicapped. This com¬ 
mittee is calling on the more than 
2.000,000 women of the General Fed¬ 
eration to help those most in need of 
assistance, and is making a careful 
study of the provisions being devel¬ 
oped by the Sheltered Workshops 
Committee of the NRA. 

A special effort toward crime pre¬ 
vention and control is also being made 
by the Department of Public Welfare, 
Miss Jaffray states. An attempt to 
enlist the co-operation of national or¬ 
ganizations with affiliated State 
groups, with a view to a concerted cit¬ 
izens’ drive, is being made. The drive 
will get into full swing immediate¬ 
ly after the conclusion of the Crime 
Conference called by United States 
Attorney General Cummings in De¬ 
cember. An educational campaign is 
under way in the States under the 
direction of the special committee ap¬ 
pointed last May to co-operate with 
the Department of Justice in the 
Emergency Campaign for Crime Con¬ 
trol, and from this campaign it is 
hoped that legislation will result which 
will ensure co-operation among the 
States. 

“Crime is striking at the very roots 
of our homes,” Miss JafTray warns. 
"Every woman will want to do her 
part to help secure those measures 
which tend toward crime control but 


we must ever bear in mind that Crime 
Prevention is the only sure method 
and that the program presented by 
the Division of Correction is more 
vital than any emergency measures. 

“Credit for securing passage of the 
uniform narcotics law,” Miss Jaffray 
says, “is given by the Federal Nar¬ 
cotics Bureau to the State Federa¬ 
tions 6f South Carolina. Virginia, and 
Kentucky. Other States which now 
have this model narcotics legislation, 
largely through the efforts of Club¬ 
women. are New York. New Jersey, 
Indiana, and Florida. Our aim is to 
end this administration with narcotics 
legislation in every State where there 
is a legislative session in 1935. 

"The present emergency should 
bring permanent improvement in the 
administration of public welfare meas¬ 
ures in our States and local com¬ 
munities. Archaic poor-laws, ineffec¬ 
tive administrative set-ups, should go: j 
legislation for social security should 
he adapted. The organization of coun¬ 
ty welfare units is urged, to bring 
permanent and better care for the 
aged. sick, and dependent. 

"The final passage of the Child La¬ 
bor Amendment is the particular in¬ 
terest of our Division of Child Wel¬ 
fare.” 

All of which above quotations of 
clubwomen’s interest in vital matters 
prove that they mean business in bet¬ 
tering country-wide conditions.

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SOUND PLANNING 

Two bills recently filed in behalf of the Mass. Federation 
of Planning Boards for legislative action at the coming ses¬ 
sion of the General Court of Massachusetts pertain to the 
protection of the main highways of the state and to real 
estate sub-division. Both measures deal with sound planning 
and have considerable merit. In many places throughout the 
state more vacant house lots have been laid out than will be 
developed for many years to come. The present usual method 
of financing developments eventually imposes upon the 
municipality great additional expense in the installation of 
utilities and the building of streets. A better method, some¬ 
what practiced in Massachusetts and required by many 
states, provides for the original construction and installa¬ 
tion of these services. The result is a lessening of the future 
burden upon the municipality and its taxpayers. There are 
many who believe that such a program ifc essential to the 
economic life of cities and towns.

According to Federal experts, gar¬ 
bage is excellent food for pigs. There 
is a large demand for it. The sale of 
Newton garbage brings a return of 
Home thousands of dollars each year. 
If it is not sold, it will cost the tax¬ 
payers of this city this much more 
each year to collect garbage in New¬ 
ton. Why unnecessarily waste a use¬ 
ful food product for animals used as 
food by people?

And as 
for the contention that the burning of 
garbage in the incinerator will cause 
no disagreeable odors, just wait until 
a sturt is made in burning the gar- 
huge, und days come when dampness 
prevails.

Department Saturday morning, where 
he wns welcomed by a group of excit¬ 
ed children who have been attend¬ 
ing clinics during the past few 
months. Dolls had been dressed, pop 
corn halls made, and candy bags tiled 
by the nurses and workers in the de¬ 
partment, and each child was made 
very happy. One little girl greeted 
Santa Claus by throwing her arms 
around his neck and kissing Dim 
(whiskers and all). 

One of the happiest traditions of 
the Nurses is the annual concert by 
the Highland Giee Club, the Sunday 
evening before Christmas. For years. 
Mr. D. Ralph MaoLean, and a group 
of twenty or thirty members of the 
club have come to the Nurses' Home 
and after the concert, joined with the 
nurses in singing Christmas carols and 
old favorite songs. 

Early Christmas Eve, a small group 
of student nurses went through the 
corridors and wards singing ‘‘Silent 
Night.” Following them a group of 
twenty carolers from the Grace 
Church sang through the wards.
